The Dramatic Scene of Thirty Years.

Senator Teller, of Colorado, who desired to 
submit a minority report, there was a 
scene which must have impressed every- 
body. Senator Teller is a man universally 
admired and universally beloved, and as 
he rose he was given a hearty welcome 
from the delegates, from the visitors’ gal. 
leries and from the press seats. He hands 
ed to the secretary his minority report, 
which was brief, and which read as fol- 
lows: ; 

“We, the undersigned members of the 
committee on’resolutions, being unable to 
agere with that portion of the majority re- 
part which treats of the subjects of coin- 
age and finance, respectfully submit the 
following paragraph as a substitute fhere- 
for: 

“The republican party favors the use of 
both gold and silver as equal standard 
money and pledges its power to secure the 
free, unrestricted and independent coinage 
of gold and silver at our mifts at the ratio 
of sixteen parts of silvér to one of gold.”’ 

The Issue Made. 

And so the issue was presented clear cut. 

The silver men had in this brief substi- 
tute presented the case of the people. The 
case of the money power, which was soon 
to foreclose its mortgage on the republican 
party, was summed up in this declaration: 

“The republican party is unreservedly for 
sound money. It caused the enactment of 
the law providing for the resumption of 
specie payments in 1870. Since then every 
dollar has been as good as gold, We are 
unalterably opposed to every measure cal- 
culated to debase our currency or impair 
the credit of our country. We are, there- 
fore, opposed to the free coinage of silver

itself, was to get through with it as early 
&s possible, and so with scarcely anything 
in the way of preliminary action, the 
Union Pacific chairman of this corporate- 
ridden convention announced that the re- 
port of the committee on resolutions was 
in order. 

Every seat in the big auditorium was 
taken, the aisles were filled and the Chi- 
cagoans and New Yorkers, who, during 
the contest for the convention, had pre- 
dicted that it would be uncomfortably hot 
in St. Louis, were wafting ‘‘told-you-so’s” 
throughout the hall. 

The announcement brought Foraker, of 
Ohio, to the speaker's desk, and it brought 
him a hearty round of applause from dele- 
gations and spectators.

And very little attention was paid to the 
Monroe doctrine declaration or the rather 
radical Cuban talk. Foraker seemed to 
find especial pleasure in reading that por- 
tion of the tariff plank which declared that 
the party was ‘“‘not pledged to any particu- 
lar tariff measure,’ which, to a layman, 
seems a direct slap at the party candidate, 


whose campaign was made on the strength 


of the McKinley bill. 

It would be ungenerous to begrudge For- 
aker the small bit of satisfaction, however, 
for in finding that the convention be- 
lieved all the good things he said about 
McKinley in his nominating speech, he had 
sorrew enough for one day. When he got 
to the financial plank, with its straightout 
declaration for the gold standard, Tom 
Platt, Chauncey Depew, Henry Cabot 
Lodge and all the casterners headed a very 
vigorous how] of approval, in which the 
highly intellectual gold standard delega- 
tions from the southern states joined vo- 
ciferously.

The Senator Shows Emotion. 

In the opening sentehces of the speech 
which he made in support of the substi- 
tute, Senator Teller’s voice betrayed the 
deep emotion he felt. He told of his deep 
love for the party which he had helped to 
found and in whose interests he had labor- 
ed faithfully. Foraker had impressed 
everybody as performing the best he knew 
how an unpleasant duty, Teller’s great 
earnestness was in strong contrast, for it 
showed to the convention an honest man 
speaking out his honest convictions. He 
told of the early days of the party when 
it stood for principle. He denied that his 
advocacy of free coinage was in any man- 
ner controlled by the fact that he repre- 
sented a state which produces silver. He 
contended for it because he believed that 
no country could prosper without it and 
because he believed that it was the great 
weight which was now weighing down 
the country. He said: . , 

“Gentlemen of the Convention—I will not 
attempt to inflict upon you a discussion of 
the great financial question which is divid- 
ing not only the people of this country, but 
of the whole world. The few moments al- 
lowed to me will not enable me to do more 
than state in the briefest manner our ob- 
jection to the financial plank proposed for. 
your consideration. I am a practical man 
and I recognize the conditions existing in 
this convention, foreshadowed as they have 
been by the action of the committee on res- 
olutions, to whom this proposition was pre- 
sented and by whom it was réjected. Loy- 
alty to my own opinions compels me, in the 
face of unusual difficultie’, to present this 
substitute for your consideration, not with 
that abiding hope, nor with that courage 
with which I have presented the same in 
other bodies with greater measure of suc- 
cess than I have hoped for here, The great 
and supreme importancé of this question is 
alone my excuse for the few words which 
I have to say to you. I have dealt with 
this subfect in a public capactity for twen- 
ty years. I represent a state which pro- 
duces silver, hut I want to say to you here 
now that my advocacy of the propogition 
is not in the slightest degree influenced or 
controlled by that fact. (Applause.) I con- 
tend for it because I believe there cen be.

Mr. President, in 1888 we carried the state 
which I here represent for the republican 
nominee. We carried it: on a bimetallic 
platform. We carried it with a majority 
which was equal to that of any state in 
the union. {Colorado has been a republican 
state from the hour of its admission. It 
has kept in the: senate republican~ sena- 
tors, and in the house republican mem- 
bers.

Mr. president, this is the first great 
gathering of the republicans since the 
party was organized that has declared the 
inability of the American people to control 
their own affairs. And to my horror this 
declaration comes from the great political 
party of Abrham Lincoln and Ulysses 8S.

Then Senator Duboise, of Idaho, one of 
Senator Teller’s most brilliant and most 
faithful lieutenants, demanded a separate

The result did not materially differ from 
that on Senator Foraker’s motion, the sil- 
ver strength footing up 110% votes. Only 
one of Georgia’s delegates voted against 
the gold plank and that was Pierce, of the 
second district. North Carolina gave the 
best vote against gold of any of the south- 
ern states. 

Senator Teller asked that as a matter of 
personal privilege a statement issuef by the 
silver men be read by Senator Cannon, of 
Utak. There was great rejoicing, 
long ago, when Cannon went to Washing- 
ton to add strength to the republicans in 
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the senate, where they needed it badly, and | 


here he was to read himself out of the 
party, and not only that, but to announce 
that on such a platform his state would 
be lost to the party forever. In a clear, 
high-keyed voice he read the strong ar- 
raignment of the gold standard which he 
and his associates had prepared. He was 
interrupted several times, once by the 


chairman, who had the bad taste to declare 


in defiant tones that the republican party 
could take care of itself. It was a rather 
gratuitous interjection and marrtd the oth- 
erwise magnificent record Thurston made 
as a presiding officer.

In announcing the purpose asserted in this 
paper, it is due to our constituents and to 
ourselves that there shall be a public show- 
ing of vindicating facts.

RIGHTS OF W 


THE PLATFORM ADOPTED. 


By the National Republican Convention at St. Louis Yesterday. 


PREAMBLE—The republicans of the United States, assembled by their representa- 


tives in national convention, appealing for the popular and historical justification 
of their claims to the matchless achievements of the thirty years of republican rule, 
earnestly and confidently address themselves to the awakened intelligence, expe- 
rience and conscience of their countrymen in the following declaration of facts 
and principles: | ‘ 

For the first time since the civil war the American people have witnessed the. 
calamitous consequences of full amd unrestricted democratic control of the govern- 
ment. It has been a record of unparalleled incapacity, dishonor and disaster. In 
administrative management it has ruthlessly sacrificed indispensable revenue, en- 
tailed an increasing deficit, eked out ordinary current expenses with borrowed 
money, piled up the public debt by $262,000,000 in time of peace, forced an adverse 
balance of trade, kept a perpetual menage hanging over the redemption fund, 
pawned American credit to alien syndicates and reversed all the measures and 
results of successful republican rule. In the broad effect of its policy it has pre- 
cipitated panic, blighted industry and trade with prolonged depression, closed fac- 
tories, reduced work and wages, halted enterprise and crippled American pro- 
duction while stimulating foreign production for the American market. Every 


consideration of public safety and individual interest demands that the govern- 


ment shall be rescued from the hands of those who have shown themselves in- 
capable to conduct it without disaster at home and dishonor abroad, and shall be 
restored to the party which, for thirty years, administered it with unequaled 
success and prosperity. : 

And in this connection we heartily indorse the wisdom, patriotism and the suc- 
cess of the administration of President Harrison. 


TARIFF—We renew and emphasize our allegiance to the policy of protection as the 


bulwark of American industrial independence and the foundation of American 
development and _ prosperity. This true American policy taxes foreign products 
and encourages home industry; it puts the burden of revenue en foreign goods; 
it secures the American market for the American producer; it upholds the Ameri- 
can standard of wages for the American workingman; it puts the factory by the 
side of the farm and makes the American farmer less dependent on foreign de- 
mand and price; it diffuses general thrift and feovnds the strength of all on 
the strength of each. In its reasonable application it is just, fair and impar. 
tial, equally opposed to foreign control and domestic monopoly, to sectional 
discrimination and individual favoritism. 

We denounce the present democratic tariff as sectional, injurious to the public 
credit and destructive to business enterprise. We demand such an equitable tar- 
iff cn foreign imports which come ino competition with American products as 
will not only furnish adequate. revenue for the necessary expenses of the gov- 
ernment, but will protect American labor from degradation to the wage level of 
other lands. We are not pledged to any particular schedules. The question of 
rates is a practical question to be governed by the conditions of the time and 
of production, the ruling and uncompromising principle is the- protection and - 
development of American labor and industry. The country demands a right 
settlement, and then it wants rest. 


IRECIPROCITY—We believe the repeal of the reciprocity arrangements negotiated 


by the last republican administration was a national calamity, and we demand 
their renewal and extension on such terms as will equalize our trade with other 
nations; remove the restrictions which now obstruct the sale of American prod- 
ucts in the ports of other countries, and secure enlarged markets for the products 
of our farms, forests and factories. Protection and reciprocity are twin measures 
of republican policy and go hand in hand. Democratic rule has recklessly struck 
down both, and both must be re-established. | 

Protection for what we produce; free admissfon for the necessaries of life 
which we do not produce; reciprocal agreements of mutual interest which gain 
open markets for us in return for our Open market to others. Protection builds up 
domestic industry and trade and secures our own market for ourselves; reciproc- 
ity builds up foreign trade and finds.an outlet for our surplus,

There and everywhere 
American citizens and American property must be absolutely protected at all

MONROE DOCTRINE—We reassert the Monroe doctrine in its full extent, and we 


reaffirm the right of the United States to give. the doctrine effect by respond- 
ing to the appeals of any American state for friendly intervention in the case of 
European encroachment. We have not interfered and shall not interfere with 
the existing possessions of any European power in this heriisphere, but those 
possessions must not, on any pretext, be extended. We hopefuly look forward

“T¢ is the rightful province of this con- 
vention to revise party tenets and to an- 
nounce anew the party purpose. The ma- 
jority of this convention in the exercise 
of such authority has this date made offi- 
cial enunciation of republican law and gos- 
pel. With much of the platform we agree, 
believing that in many essential particulars 
it compasses the needs of humanity, affirms 
the maintenance of right and proposes-the 
fust remedy for wrong. But it declares 
one elemental principle, not only in direct 
-eontravention of the expression of party 
faith in 1892, but in radical opposition to 
our solemn conviction.. We recognize that 
in all. matters of mere method it is but 
just and helpful that the minority shall 
vield to the will of the majority, lest we 
have chaos in party and in government. 
Rut as no pronouncement by maforities 
can change opposing knowledge or belief 
or disavow their principles: as surely as 
ft is requisite for peace and progress that 
minorities shall yield to majorities in mat- 
ters of mere method, just so surely its it 
necessary for that same peace and progress 
that minorities shall not yield in matters 
of fundamental truth. 

“The republican platform of 1892 af- 
firmed that the American people from tra- 
dition and interest favored bimetallism 
and demanded the use of both gold and sil- 
ver as standard money. This was accepted 
by us as a declaration in behalf of the 
principle upon which rest the interests 
of every citizen and the safety of the 
United States. In such terms the plat. 
form was then satisfactory to the believers 
in bimetallism within our party;. enly be- 
cause of equivocal construction and evasion 
has it since been demecnstrated to be in- 
sufficient. The platform this day adopted 
in the national republican convention at 
st. Lovis says: 

“The republican party is unreservedly 
for sound money. It caused the enactment 
of the law providing for the resumption of 
specie payments in 1879; since then every 
’ dollar has been as good as gold. We are 
unalterably opposed to every measure cal- 
culated to debase our currency or impair 
the credit of our country. We are, there- 
fore, opposed to the free coinage of silver 
except by international agreement with 
the leading commercial nations of the 
world, which we pledge ourselves to pro- 
mote, and until such agreement can be 
obtained the existing gold standard must 
be preserved. All our silver and paper 
currency must be maintained at a parity 
with gold, and we favor all measures de- 
signed to maintain inviolably the obliga- 
tions of the United States, and all our 
money, whether coin or paper, at the pres- 
ent standard, the standard of the most en- 
lightened nations of the earth.’ 

“As the declarations of 1892 has been, by 
a majority of the party, construed to jus- 
tify a single gold standard for our mone- 
tary basis, and as the recent trend of the 
official power of the party has been in 
that direction, we can but assume that the 
money plank of the new platform being 
much more favorable to perpetuate gold 
monometallism will be determinedly used 
by us in behalf of that idea. The repub- 
lican party has won its power and renown 
by pursuing its purposes courageously and 
relentlessly. It is, therefore, Only im ac- 
cordance with the party’s history to assume 
that. if it shall to come to present author- 
ity in the United States, it will crystallize 
{into law and administration under this 
temptime platform, the perpetual single 
gold standard in our finances. This, if 
tong continued, will mean the absolute 
ruin of the producers of the country and 
finally of the nation itself. 

“The American people not only favor 
bimetallism from tradition and interest, 
but from that wise instinct which has al- 
ways been manifested in the af- 
fairs of the people. Under the 
operation of our great demand for 
advancement we have become to other 
nations the greatest debtor nation of the 
werld. We pay the vast charges which 
every year accumulate acainst us in the 
clearing house of the world with the 
money of the world, procured by the dis- 
posal of our commodities in the markets 
of the world. 

‘We are a nation of producers. Our 
ereditors are nations of consumers. Any 
system of irternational or national finance 
which elevates the price of human pro- 
ductions makes our burden lighter and 
gives promise of that day when it shall be 
entirely lifted and our country freed finan- 
clally, as it is politically, from the domina- 
tion of monarchy and foreign autocracy. 
Any system of finance which tends to de- 
preciate the price of human productions 
which we must. sell abroad but adds 
‘to the burden of our debt and con- 
veys a threat of the pervetual servitude 
of the producers of our debtor nation to 
the consumers of creditor nations. 

“To us it is a folly without a parallel 
that this countrv or any political partv 
therein should deliberatelv accept a money 
evstem which enriches others at our cost. 
History, philosophy, morals, all join with 
the commonest instinct of self-preserva- 
tion in demanding that the United States 
shall have a just and substantially un- 
, varying standard composed of all avail- 
able gold and silver, and with it our 
country will progress to (financial en- 
franchisement. But with a single gold 
standard the country will become the 
hewers of wood and the drawers of water 
for the consumers in creditor nations of 
the earth. 

“T>) such an unholy end we will not 
lend ourselves. Dear as has been the re- 
puhjican name to its adherents, that name 
{s not so dear as the faith itself, and we 
do not sacrifice one jot or tittle of. the 
mighty principles by which republicanism 
has uplifted the world when we say that 
at the parting of the ways we cling te 
the faith. Let the name go where it will, 
we hofd that this convention has seceded 
from the truth: that the triumphs of such 
secession would be the eventual destruc- 
tion of our freedom and our civilization. 
To that end this people will not knowingl¥ . 
follow any political party and we choose 
to take our place in the ranks of the great 
mass of citizens who realize that the 
hour has come for justice. Did we deem 
this issue less important to. humanity we 
would yield, since the associations of all 
our political lives have been intertwined 
with the men and the measures of this 
party of past mighty achievements. But 
the people cry aloud for relief. They are 
bending beneath a burden growing 
heavier with the passing hours. Endeavor 
no longer brings its just reward; fearful- 
ness takes the place of courage and despair 
usurps the throne of hope, and unless the 
laws of the country and the policies of the 
political parties shall be converted into 
mediums of redress, the effect of human 
desperation may some time be witnessed 
here as in other lands and in other ages. 

“Accepting the fiat of this convention as

They Shake Hands and Part. 


At the conclusion of Capnon’s remarks | 
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came the acene of withdrawal that will 


never be forgotten by those who witnessed 
ite, 

With noiattempt at dramatic effect, and 
no théatricalism whatever, Senator Teller 
and Senator Cannon shook hands with their 
senatorial associates, Foraker and Thurs- 
ton. There were tears in the eyes of the 
men who refused to kneel to the money 
power. “It was a solemn moment to them, 
for they were renouncing the political as- 
sociationa of a lifetime and were doing it 
with no thought or idea of personal gain, 
but simply and solely from principle. Then 
as they walked past their seats in the body 
of the hall they were joined by a number 
of their associates, The gold standard peo- 
ple started to hiss. The hissing brought an 
answering cheer of approval from the gal- 
lery and hissing and cheering the vast body 
rose to its feet. The combination made 
pandemonium, in the midst of which the 
band began playing. The air was “Red, 
White and Blue,” and the representatives 
of Idaho, Colorado, Montana, Navada, Utah 
and others passed from. the hall. The 
crowd, glad to find relief, joined in singing 
the chorus to the air. | 

It was not all over yet, Lee Mantell, 
of Montana, rose to address the chair. In 
the confusion, Chairman Thurston misun- 
derstood his purpose to renounce his al- 
legiance to the party. What he did say, 
and he said it in ringing tones, was that 
while some of the delegates from his state 
had not actually left the convention hall, 
they reserved the right to abstain from 
further part in the proceedings, and would 
do nothing that could be construed as 
taking from their people the rights to act 
on this matter as their judgment dictated. 
He made a red-hot silver speech which 
was not at all relished, and loud-mouthed 
Henderson, of Iowa, made an effort to call 
him down. The chair would not have this, 
however, and he got a cheer by announcing 
fair play. 

Senator Brown, of Utah, was brought 
to the front a supporter of the gold stan- 
dard, making a pretty good grand-stand 
play; and then a young man named bur- 
leigh, from Washington, was brought out 
for the same purpose. Neither was able 
to make any impression, though the crowd 
was with them. 

The National Committee. 

There was a hurried effort to patch up 
some of the delegations by ringing in out- 
siders, and then to cover the confusion 
the roll of states was called for the names 
of national committeemen. Lyons had been 
chosen to represent Georgia, beating 
Pledger 18 to 7. The only incident in this 
roll call was the announcement from Perry 
Carson, the District of Columbia negro, that 
his colleague “Am for himself and I’m for 
myself.” Nobody ever found out how the 
dispute was settled, 

The great event of the day which had, 
however, been so overshadowed by this 
other event which I have attempted to de- 
scribe, was scheduled to occur at this time, 
and, although everybody was hungry, big 
Boss Hanna decreed that it must g0 
through. He found himself faced with the 
alternative of having his Napoleon nomi- 
nated on the anniversary of the fateful 
Waterloo, or of having it come on Friday. 
He was afraid of Friday, so decided in 
favor of Waterloo. 

The nomination spesches were miediocre. 
Of course it had. been planned to turn 
things loose when MeKinicy’s name was 
presented. Careful preparations had teen 
making to this end for weeks, but inas- 
much as the newspapers had revealed all 
these plans some days before, the effort 
to make it all appear spontaneous fell 
pretty flat. Flags were passad around, 
big plumes were held by the favored few, 
who made no effort at concealment, and 
everything was ready when roll was called 
and Foraker, who got a cheer himself, 
was recognized. Then as he worked up to 
the name of McKinley and uttered it 
the gang turned itself loose. Whenever 
there was a sign of the cheering dying 
dewn the bend would be brought into 
requisition and after singing a verse of 
“Marching Through Georgia,’’ or ‘Red, 
White and Blue” the cheering and waving 
of flags, canes and hats would be re- 
sumed. Had the demonstration possessed 
an atom of spontaneity it would have 
peen impressive; but, as it was, the theat- 
ricalisms were too patent to fool anybo@ay, 


The Nominating Speeches. 


Hastings made a good speech for Quay; - 


Lodge, a businesslike talk for Reed, which 
was well received. John N. Baldwin, of 
Iowa, talked loudly for Allison, and Chaun- 
cy Depew got a good many more cheers 
for himself than he did for Morton, whom 
he nominated.

At 10:3 o'clock all the delegates 
were in the hall, most of them in 
the seats assigned to their respective states, 
but many were still surging up and down 
the rather narrow aisles, chatting pleas- 
antly with each other, or consulting about 
possible combinations. As to the galleries, 
they were closely packed, the fair sex being 
well represented. 

While all were waiting for the president 
to announce the opening, the time passed 
pleasantly enough in listening to the strains 
of the band stationed above and behind the 
platform, the pleasure being somewhat 
dashed by a rather dolorous ditty in praise 
of protection sung by a quartet of male 
voices, 

At 10:35 o’clock Chairman Thurston an- 
nounced that the divine blessing would be 
invoked by Rev. John Scott, of Florida. 
Mr, Scott, a short, stout, very dark negro, 
delivered a short and feeling prayer. He 
asked a blessing on the convention and its 
work and closed with the recital of the 
Lord’s prayer. 

The chairman said the first order of 
business was the reception of the report of 
the committee on resolutions and the chair 
recognized for that purpose Senator-elect 
Foraker, of Ohio, who, as he stepped on the 
platform, was received with hearty ap- 
plause. 

Mr. Foraker read in a clear voice and 
with distinct enunciation. He gave a point- 
ed emphasis to the indorsement of Presi- 
dent Harrison, which was received with 
cheers, but not with any overwhelming 
demonstration. As Mr. Foraker approach- 
ed the financial plank Mr. ‘feller left his 
seat with the Colorado delegation and 
moved up to the platform, where he seated 
himself at the end of the second row of 
seats to the right of the chairman. With 
the opening sentence, ‘‘The republican par- 
ty is unreservedly for sound money,” which 
Mr, Foraker read slowly and very emphati- 
cally, a burst of cheering occurred and the 
applause was repeated with redoubled vol- 
ume when the pledge to promote interna- 
tional agreement for free coinage was read. 
The cheering at this. point was so prolonged 
that it interrupted the proceedings for some 
time and compelled the chairman to rap 
for order. 

The demand for American control of the 
Hawalian islands received approval, but the 
proposed building of the Nicaragua canal 
by the. United States and the purchase of 
the Danish islands for a naval station fell 
flat. There was surprisingly lifele enthu- 
Siasm over the Monroe plank, but the con- 
vention missed the clause demanding the 
intervention of armed forces of the United 
States in Cuba, which appeared in unau- 
thorized guesses at the platform. “Infiu- 
ence and good offices’’ appeared in place of 
“armed intervention.’’ 

Civil service enforcement was received in 
blank silence, but the demand for a free 
ballot and the condemnation of lynching 
enlisted the enthusiastic approval] of the 
covered déiegates. 

The reading of the platform as a whole 
was listeried to with marked attention and 
at the close it was greeted with great cheer- 
ing. The reading occupied twenty-five min- 
utes. Mr, Foraker moved the adoption of 
the report as the republican national plat- 
form for 1896. 


Teller Submits a Minority Report. 

Then the chair, amid the breathless at- 
tention of the convention, recognized Sena- 
tor Teller, wno sent to the secretary's 
desk and had read the minority report. 

Mr. Foraker, chairman of the committee

The calling of the roll was greeted with 
applause when on a poll of states being 
demanded some well-known delegate re- 
corded his vote. 

This wag particularly the case when U. 
8. Grant, in the California delegation, fol- 
lowed after L. A. Sheldon, Garfield's 
chum, and J. D. Spreckels voted in favor 
of silver by recording a nay on the motion 
to lay Mr, Teller’s substitute on the table. 

A. Protest Sent Up. 

When the result of the vote adopting thé 
Platform was’ made apparent Senator Tel- 
ler sent up to the secretary's desk the 
protest, signed by Senator Teller, of Colo- 
rado; Senator Dubois, of Idaho; Senator 
Cannon, of Utah; Representative Mart- 
man, of Montana, and Cleveland, of Ne- 
vada, All of them are members of the 
committee on resolutions. Senator Petti- 
grew, of South Dakota, this morning add- 
ed his name to the protest, although not a 
member of the committee, 

When Alaska was reached one of the 
delegates from that territory asked if, un- 
der the new rules as adopted yesterday, 
Alaska was not entitled to four votes in- 
stead of two. 

The chair replied in the affirmative and 
Alaska then voted four ayes. 

The District of Columbia being called, 
Colonel Perry Carson, the gigantic colored 
delegate, who shares with Andrew Gleason, 
white, the representation of the national 
Capital, supplied one of the most humorous 
incidents of the day. Raising his towering 
form to its full height, he said, with his 
peculiar negro dialect: 

“Mr. Chairman, ayes so and so, noes s0 
and so; I want to know what it all means.” 

Being informed, he said: 

“Tnen we have voted right.’’ 

The result of the roll call was announced 
—ayes 818%, nays 105%. 

So the motion to lay Mr. Teller’s substi- 
ture free coinage plank on the table was 
carried, 

Mr. Foraker was recognized to move the 
Previous question on the passage of the 
resolutions, 

Senator Dubois, of Idaho, rising €n the 
body of the hall, asked that a separate vote 
be taken on the financial plank, 

There were cries of “No.” 

The previous question Was then ordered 
with only a few feeble noes. Mr. Dubois 
demanded a roll call of the states on the 
passage of the financial plank and Colorado 
and ‘Montana seconded the call. The chair- 
man said the question to be voted on was: 

Shall the financial plank be adopted as 
the sense of this convention?’ 

On this the roll of States was called. 

The roll call proceeded amid 80 much 
confusion that the Chairman had to sus- 
pend until order had been restored. Mean- 
time the two Secretaries were puzzling 
over the result of the vote as announced 
on the previous motion, which footed up

The Vote on the Platform. 


The result of the roll call on the uestion 
of the adoption of the financial lank was 
announced—ayes 812%, nays 11044. 

And the financial plank is adopted,”’ 
said the chairman amid cheers. 

The rest of the platform was adopted 
with a ringing chorus of ayes, there being 
but one solitary “no,” 

The chair announced that it was re- 
quired as a question of personal privilege 
that a statement prepared by certain mem- 
bers of the convention be read. 

“Is there objection” he asked. 

Waiting a few seconds and receiving no 
response he announced as a matter of 
personal privilegé that the chair would 
permit Senator Cannon to read the state- 
ment, and the chair asked respectful at- 
tention and perfect quiet. 

Mr. Frank Cannon, the youthful senator 
from Utah, advanced to the platform, and 
with Senator Teller sitting -by his side, 
read in ringing tones and with many ges- 
tures the protest. 

When Mr. Cannon had neafty finished the 
reading of the document cries of ‘‘time,’’ 
and counter cries of “‘no, let him finis..,< 
were raised. 

The chair again appealed for respectful 
attention to the protest, which he said was 
nearly finished. r 4 


Greeted with Hisses and Groans. | 


At his closing words, declaring that the 
republican party, once the redeemer of the 
people, was now about to become its op- 
pressor, a storm of hisses and s;roans was 
raised from all parts of the house, and 
cries of ‘down’ were raised. The chair, 
with his resonant voice, rising above the 
tumult, said: 

“The chair suggests to this convention 
that the republican party in convention as- 
sembled need not fear any declaration’’— 
here an outburst of cheers, which lasted 
several seconds, interrupted the chairman. 
When they had subsided he continued: 

‘‘And the chair further suggests in the 
interests of the republican party that what- 
ever is to be said within reasonable limits 


‘by those who can no longer remain in our 


organization ought to be listened to with 
respectful attention, believing that full an- 
swer to all such declarations will be made 
by the great majority of the American peo- 
ple at the polls next November.” 

The names of the signers to the pro- 
test, as read by the secretary, were greeted 
with hisses, and a voice in the rear called 
out, “Goodby my lover, goodby,’’ as Sena- 
tor Teller and his associates filed out of 
the hall, marching down the main aisle. 
The whole convention rose and yelled and 
waved flags, hats and fans, while the band 

layed patriotic airs, the assemblage sing- 
ng the chorus, ‘“‘Three cheers for the red, 
white and blue,’”’ to the accompaniment of 
the band, and shouting till they were 
hoarse. The chair, when the tumult had 
in some measure subsided, said in his slow, 
deliberate way: 

“Gentlemen of the convention. There 
seems to be enough delegates left to do 
business. (Great cheering.). The chair now 
atks that a gentleman from Montana who 
did not go out’’—here an outburst of cheer- 
ing drowmed the rest of the sentence, 
and cries were made for Lee Mantle. He 
was asked to come to the platform, but 
declined to do so. Senator Mantle stood 
on his chair in the rear of the hall, fac- 
ing the chair and spoke as follows: 


Mantle Kicks Vigorously. 


“T desire to say that a majority of the 
delegation from the state of Montana has 
not felt that, under aJjl the circumstances 
surrounding this occsion, they were justi- 
fied in actually going out of the conven- 
tion. But, Mr. Chairman, I am bound 
to say, in deference to the opinion and 
wishes of the majority of the republicans 
of the state of Montana, that we cannot 
give our approval and our indorsement 
of the financial plank this day adopted. 
(Applause.) I have never cast my vote 
for any ticket but a republican one and 
I do not propose to do it now. (Applause.) 
But, Mr. Chairman, we have instructions 
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from the republicans of 
we would be false to ourselves and false 
‘to them if we did not state their posi- 
tion and their objections at this time. 
In ‘the name and on behalf of the repub- 
Means of Montana I protest earnestly, 
|-golemnly and emphatically against tne 
-@nancial plank of the platform adopted 
this day. We cannot accept it; we can- 
“hot indorse it: we cannot support it at 
this time. But there is a difference of 
epinion in this. declaration. There ar¢ 
those who are satisfied to utter their 
protests and still participate in the pro- 
ceedings of the convention. (Applause.) 
“There are others who feel that in de- 
clining to support this great controlling 
issue they are in honor bound not to par- 
ticipate in the placing of a candidate on 
a pMtform. which they cannot at this 
time indorse. But whatever the action 
of the delegation may be, I want to say 
that we reserve the right to the repubh- 
cans of the state of Montana to accept 
or to reject at such time and in such 
manner as they may determine the plat- 
form and the candidate put before them 
by this conventien.”’ 


Didn’t Want To Hear Anything Bad. 
Senator Brown, of Utah, rose to a ques- 
tion of privilege, and the chair, in ac- 
cording him the floor, expressed a hope 
that the request had not been made for 
the purpose of saying anything offensive 
to this convention. Senator Brown, speak- 
ing from the platform, said: 
“Mr. Chairman: The delegation from 
Utah does not bolt. (Cheers.) We do 
not believe that the republican party is 
the oppressor of the people, but the guar- 
dian of liberty and the protector of hon- 
est government. (Applause.)° Tnree of 
our delegation have gone, and I am here 
to express our sorrow at their departure. 
We have asked them to remain and we 
never shall cease to regret their depart- 
ure, (“Good” ‘and cheers.) We have 
three delegates left and three alternates, 
Messrs. Rogers, Green and Smith, all true 
to the old party, and who are as loyal to 
its principles and as fixed as the everiast- 
ing mountains where we live. (Cheers.) 
“In saying this we still remain true to 
the principles of free gold and silver at 
the old rates. We do not believe this 
question can be settled by votes in a con- 
vention. The test of time only can settle 
it, and we believe when it shall be settled 
in this way, it will be for the reinstate- 
ment of silver as the constitutional money. 
But I promised not to speak on this sub- 
ject. There is one great issue before the 
American people, one to which the repub- 
lican party was pledged years and years 
ago. You have promised to the people of 
the United States an American tariff 
(cheers), an American issue (renewed 
cheers), you must send protection to. every 
ship owner and every ship maker. You 
must send protection to the farmer, to the 
manufacturer, and I say to you that Utah! 
or at least a part of it, will endeavor to 
help you in that cause.’ - (Cheers.) 
Senator Brown concluded by asking that 
the three alternates he had named be. al- 
lowed to sit in the convention in place of 
the delegates who have left. 7 
The chairman said unless objection was 
made this would be se ordered. No dis- 
senting voice being raised. the three alter- 
nates, Lyndsey Rogers, Webb Green and 
A. Smith, were seated as delegates from 
Utah. The chair next recognized Mr. Bur- 
leigh, of Washington. 


First To Mention McKinley’s Name. 


Mr. Burleigh, speaking from the platform, 
said the young state of Washington yiclds 
her place for patriotic devotion, to loyal 
allegiance to this government and the ten- 
ets of this party to none. 

“‘We did not come here,” he said, “for in- 
spiration on the _ silver question. We 
brought our inspiration with us.. We be- 
lieve in the single gold standard because 
we believe that the money which.- pays the 
banker in Wall street his interest is none 
too good to pay the laborer in Montana.” 

Then he added that with protection, reci- 
procity and -the chosen standard bearer, 
William McKinley, Washington would give 
a good account of herself in November. 

This was the first time McKinley’s name 
had been publicly mentioned in the proceed- 
ings, and it was received with cheers. 

e states were then called for the 
choice of the national committee. 

A resolution was then offered and adopted 
for a meeting of the national committee 
tomorrow to fill vacancies. The president 
then directed the call of states for nomina~ 
tions for the presidency. 

The first state to respond was Iowa, when 
Mr. Baldwin,.of Council Bluffs, came to 
the platform and nominated Senator W. B. 
Allison, of lowa. Mr. Baldwin said among 


other things: 

.. *“There one, bitit only one, of. those 
whose names will be presented to this con- 
vention who can claim that there has been 
placed fof him in history's golden urn an 
estimate of his character and worth made 
by him on whom nature stamped her royal 
seal; whom God exhibited as His greatest 
design of American manhood, genius, 
statesmanship and patriotism: who, now 
in heaven, wears a crown of deathless 
praise and whose great soul is a portion 
of eternity itself—James G. Blaine. 

“Blaine, writing to Garfield, said: “Then 
comes Allison. He is true, kind, reason- 
able, fair, honest and good. He is method- 
ical, industrious and intelligent, and would 
be a splendid man to sail along with 
smoothly and successfully.’ 

I rise to propose to this convention the 
nomination of him to whom this heritage 
was bequeathed—William B. Allison—and 
to ask you to make it on the old and 
new festament of republicanism. 

It takes a big man to represent the 
state of Iowa in the congress of the United 
States for thirty-five years, but Senator 
Allison is that man. 

“That which this country has lost 
that which it now seeks—protection. 
get it- the people have worked hard, 
prayed fast, paid high and now let them 
have it. 

“Allison does not believe in a tariff 
for revenue only, but in a tariff for pro- 
tection and revenue jointly. 

“The great and important issue, which 
is just now coming around the corner is 
the one of ‘sound money,’ and we can no 
more dodge it than we can gravitation. 

“In thfs respect the situation is easily 
simple, but certainly serious. A decision 
upon this important question must be 
made by this convention, and remember, 
gentlemen, a nation listens to catch the 
click of its fate. 

“For Senator Allison you cannot build 
too strong a platform for ‘sound money,’ 
and if you place him upon it he will see 
to it that the dry rot of 16 to 1 does not 
steal through his stanch timbers. 

“He hel'eves that the American dollar 
should have some grains of sense as well 
as more of silver. That there can be no 
stability to our currency or money iff we 
keep adopting such shifting policies that 
under them the same plece may be a 
copper cent in one hand or a dollar in 
another.”’ 

The speech elicited very little énthusi- 
asm, although it was applauded at some

No populist can support a man 
who is not unequivocally in line with 
those principles of reform which he con- 
celves to be absolutely essential to the 
prosperity of republican institutions and 
the preservation of denrfocratic principles as 
Opposed to the aristocratic encroachments 
of the times.” 
Convention Called To Order. 

The convention was called to order at 
10:30 o'clock by Chairman Pendleton, of the 
eleventh district executive committee, in 
the parlors of the Hotel St. Simon. From 
the very first the sentiment of the dele- 
gates was decidedly in favor of Brantley. 

Chairman Pendleton announced it as his 
duty to call the convention to order, and 
stated that the first business in order was 
the selection of a permanent chairman. 
Mr. Denmark, of Lowndes, by motion of 
Mr. J. W. Bennett, was elected permanent 
chairman, Mr. Denmark, in assuming the 
chairmanship, made a ~ short speech of 
acceptance, which was most complimen- 
tary in its allusion to Judge Turner. Mr. 
Denmark said that under the conditions, 
he felt more like he was attending a funeral 
than a democratic convention, and he feel. 
ingly alluded to Mr. Turner’s. af- 
fliction and the unsolicited honors 
that have been conferred upon him. 

For permanent secretary Mr. Perham, of 
Ware, nominated Mr. F. E. Twitty, who 
was unanimously elected. 


Mr, Turner’s Letter. 

Mr. C. R. Pendleton announced his pos- 
Session of a letter from Hon. H. G. Turner 
to the convention which was ordered read. 
It was Mr. Turner's withdrawal, which was 
as follows: 


“Quitman, Ga., June 15, 1896.—Hon. C. R. 
Pendleton, Chairman Democratic Execu- 
tive Committee of the Eleventh Congres- 
sional District, Valdosta, Ga—Mv Dear 
Sir: In view of the near approach of the 
convention to assemble at St. Simon, on 
the 18th instant, I beg through you to noti- 
fy the delegates to that body and all my 
constituents of my desire to be released 
from responsibility as their representative 
at the expiration of my present term. 

“Although there is no doubt as to what 
would be the action of the convention of 
my district, it is now generally conceded 
that the majority of our national conven- 
tion will favor a financial policy which I 
have most earnestly deprecated and ac- 
tively opposed on all occasions. 

“Frankly, I cannot defend the proposed 
change in our national platform nor sup- 
port a revolution in our monetary system, 
the inauguration of which under existing 
conditions would, in my opinion, greatly 
aggravate the financial disorders from which 
we now suffer. On the other hand, after 
the many honors I have had from my par- 
ty, I do not wish to occupy a position of 
antagonism to its declared will on so vital 
a question. Td avoid personal stultification 
on the one side, and opposition to a-ma- 
jority of my party associates on the other 
I have no course left me but to retire. 

“I turn over to my successor constitu- 
ents whose unselfish support is worth 
more than a dukedom. Their confidence 
during this phenomenal year, as shown in 
the recent primaries, while almost all other 
districts in our section were. exultantly 
pursuing a different view, and while 1 
was compelled by sickness to be «silent, Is 
the highest honor with which they could 
crown the close of my public career. 

“To my old friends in the second district 
who long supported all my aspirations, and 
to the good friends in the eleventh district 
who gave me so generous a welcome and 
such implicit trust, I shall always render 
the sincere homage of a grateful heart. 

“And among these latter its not invidi- 
ous to specially mention you, Mr. Chair- 
man, and others of the democratic press 
of the district. Long may you survive to 
aid in praser¥Ving and maintaining the 
high character of the democrats of wire- 
grass Georgia. I am, sir, as ever, very 
truly yours, HENRY G. TURNER.”’ 

Mr. J. W. Bennett, in view of the letter, 
offered the following resolutions: 

“Whereas, We, the democratic conven- 
tion, assembled for the purpose of nomi- 
nating a democratic candidate for congress 
from the eleventh district in the next na- 
tional congress, have learned with deep 
régret that the Hon. Henry G. Turner, 
who has so faithfully and ably represented 
this district in the paste three congresses, 
cannot consent to again serve this district 


in that capacity; therefore, be it 


‘‘Resolved, first, That we hereby unquali- 
fiedly indorse his course as our representa- 
tive in congress as wise, patriotic and dem- 


ocratic. ; 
‘Resolved, second, That we hereby ten- 


der him the sincere and grateful thanks of 
the people of this district for _his faithful 
representation of their interests.”’ 

All for Brantley. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted 
and applauded. In_ touching words of 
eulogy to Mr. Turner, Mr. J. W. Bennett, 
of Glynn, promised a worthy successor in 
Ww. G. Brantley and a solid vote from 
Glynn. 

Mr. Henry, the venerable delegate and 
lifelong friend of Judge Turner, followed 
in the same vein, though there were 
words of promise that showed that Mr. 
Brantley has wonderful strength through- 
out the district and has been fixed in the 
minds of the people as the natural heir to 
Mr. Turner’s seat. 

Judge Sweat was called upon, and revert- 
ing to several phases of candidate, 
thought Brantley would please the peo- 
ple. He insisted that the convention 
should exercise its right of nominating a 
man most nearly in line with its local 
views on the financial question. He said 
that he had@ been approached by friends 
as to his desires and had announced that 
under no circumstances was he to be con- 
sidered a candidate. 

A motion was made and seconded that 


Brantley be nominated by acclamation, 


and amended that it be by a rising vote. 
The entire delegation arose, a number 
clapping their hands.

KILLED WHILE ON

A BOILER OF A BOAT CARRYING 
PEOPLE TO BICYCLE RACES

Explodes, Killing Probably. Fifteen 
People—Five Bodies Have 
Been Recovered. 


Utica, N. Y., June 18,—The boilers 
of the pleasure steamer, Hon. Titus 
Sheard, exploded while the boat was 
carrying passengers from Little Falls 
to the bicycle races at Taylor driving park, 
one mile west of the city, at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon. Eighteen persons were on board 
at the time. Ten of the passengers, nine 
men and one young Woman, were either 
instantly killed or died soon after they 
were taken from the wreck. Two are prob- 
ably fatally injured, and four are suffering 
from severe injvries. Two passengers are 
missing. The explosion occurred just as 
the engineer shut off steam at the Taylor 
park landing.

the nation. (Laughter.) The people wanted 
something more than a good business man, 
a fearless leader, a wise statesman, but one 
Who in addition to all these presented qual- 
ifications which were exactly the opposite 
of this free trade, deficit-making, bond-is- 
suing democratic administration. 

“I present to you such a man,” said Sen- 
ator-elect Foraker, ‘‘in William McKinley.” 

At this point pandemoniim was let loose 
and the convention gave up to unrestrained 
yelling, cheering, horn-blowing, whistling, 
cat-calling and all the other devices com- 
mon to such occasions. A mumber of red, 
white and blue plumes, which, carefully 
Wrapped up, had been brought into the con- 
vention earlier in the proceedings, were 
uncovered and waved, while almost every 
delegate seemed to be wildly gesticulating 
with either a fan or a flag in the air. 
The band tried in vain to compete with the 
ear-splitting clamor, but at last the strains 
of “Marching Through Georgia” caught the 
ears of the crowd and they joined in the 
chorus and gradually quieted down. 

Then, a portrait of McKinley was hoisted 
on a Ine with the United States flag on the 
gallery facing the platform, and the cheer- 
ing began over again, to which the band re- 
sponded by playing “Rally ‘Round the 
Flag,”’ the convention joining in the chorus, 

Serator-Elect Foraker stood during all 
the wild scenes, smiling his approval. Mr. 
Hepburn, of Iowa, had in the meantime 
been called to the chair by Senator Thurs- 
ton, but just- when he ‘had nearly restored 
order, Mrs. H. W. R. Stone, of California, 
who had presented the plumes in honor 
of Ohio’s choice, made her appearance on 
the floor, waving one of them and another 
uncontrollable outbreak of temporary in- 
sanity occurred. During the interval of 
confusion a three-quarter face, life-size 
sculptured bust of Mr. McKinley was pre- 
sented to Mr. Foraker by the Republican 
Club of the Chicago University. It was 
accepted by Senator-Elect Foraker in dumb 
show. 

After twenty-five minutes of incessant 
turmoil, Mr. Foraker was allowed to re- 
sume his speech. He said from what had 
occurred it was evident the convention had 
heard of his candidate before. Then he 
sketched his career, his war services under 
Phil Sheridan, his legislativé experience 
under James G. Blaine, and claimed for 
him the honor of having been, when in 
congress, the leader of the house of rep- 
resentatives and the author of the Mc- 
Kinley bill. He delivered an eloquent pe- 
roration by submitting in the name of the 
forty-six delegates William McKinley’s 
a for the consideration of the conven- 
tion. 

Senator Thurston, of Nebraska, was rec- 
ognized by Temporary Chairman Hepburn, 
and seconded the nomination of McKinley. 


Quay Placed Before the Delegates. 


At the close of Mr. Thurston's speech 
cries of ‘‘vote’’ were raised, interspersed 
with cries of “‘Quay.’’ In the midst of this 
Governor Hastings took the stand and 
placed in nomination the name of ‘Matthew 
S. Quay. Among other remarks he said: 

“Pennsylvania comes to this convention 
and with great unanimity asks you to 
name a standard bearer who will repre- 
sent not only the principles and condi- 
tions, but the brightest hopes and aspira- 
tions of the republican party; a man who 
has been a loyal supporter of its every 
great movement; a potent factor in its 
councils from the day of its birth and 
baptism on Pennsytvania’s soil to the pres- 
ent time: a man whose every vote and ut- 
terance has been upon the side of sound 
money, fair protection and a strong and 
patriotic Americanism. Those whom I 
represent and who ask his nomination at 
your hands point to a statesman who has 
been in the forefront of every battle for 
his party; who has been its champion, its 
wise counselor, its organizer, and the suc- 
cessful] leader of its forlorn hopes. He 
was with those patriots who rocked the 
cradle of republicanism; he was among the 
first to comprehend the magnitude of the 
armed debate of ’61, and to give himself 
to the union cause. In 1878 he stemmed 
the tide of currency inflation and Won a 
victory which, while less ostentatious, was 
equal in importance to his successful res- 
cue of the country from free trade and 
Grever Cleveland in ’88. 

‘‘Nominate him whom I now name, and 
this country will thave a president whose 
mental endowments, broad-minded states- 
manship, ripe experience, marvelous sagac- 
itv unassuming modesty, Knightly courage 
and true Americanism are  unexcelled. 
Nominate him and he will elect himself. I 
name to you the soldier and the statesman, 
Pennsvlivania’s choice—Matthew Stanley 
Quay.” 

Governor Hastings was listened to with 
attention, notwithstanding that the sun, 


‘for an hour or two, had been streaming 


unobstructed through the windows of the 
hall and beating on the heads of detegates, 
and the convention had been in continuous 
session over six hours. There was quite a 
formidable demonstration of applause for 
Quay at the close of Governor Hasting’s 
speech, but it was participated in by only 
a small portion of the convention, and was 
maintained with difficulty, though with 
much noise and amid counter-demonstra- 
tions almost as numerous, The cry of 
“Quay, Quay, Matthew S. Quay!’’ accom- 
panied by stamping of feet set the noise 
going and delegates began to pelt each 
other with rolled-up newspapers. Cries of 
‘vote, vote,’’ were started in rhymth to 
beat down the similar shouts of “Quay.” 
The chair rapped in vain for some time. 
but at last quiet was restored and the call 
of states was resumed, and J. Madison 
Vance, of Louisiana, a colored delegate, 
was recognized to second McKinley. 

At the close of his brief remarks the 
chairman announced that the call of states 
being completed the order called for bal- 
loting for a nominee for president of the 
United States. » 

The Balloting Starts. 


Amid a hush the eall of states was be- 
gun, and Alabama led off with a solid 
vote of twenty-two for McKinley, Arkan- 
sas and California cast their solid vote for 
McKinley. Connecticut cast five votes for 
Reed and seven for McKinley; Delaware 
a solid vote for ‘McKinley; Florida eight 
for McKinley; Georgia two for Reed, two 
for Quay and twenty-two for McKinley. 
One of the colored delegates from Florida, 
amid angry protests, insisted on challeng- 
ing the vote and Senator Thurston, who 
had resumed the chair, decided that the 
right to challenge should be given to every 
delegate. The delegation being polled it 
was fougd that Morton had two votes in 
Florida and McKinley only six instead of 
eight, as announced by the chairman of 
the delegation. A challenge of Georgia 
followed and resulted in confirming the 
vote as previously announced. <A colored 
delegate from Alabama here followed with 
a challenge of the vote of that state. 
which resulted in showing that instead of 
casting a solid McKinley vote the vote 
should have been one for Morton, two for 
Reed, and McKinley nineteen, Illinois’s vote 
as announced forty-six McKinley and two 
Reed was challenged and a poll showed 
no change. Indiana cast its thirty votes 
for (McKinley. Iowa, amid a slight demon- 
stration of applause, cast its twenty-six 
votes for Allison. Kansas twentv for Mc- 
Kinley; Kentucky twenty-six for McKinley. 
Louisiana cast a curious vote—half-vote 
Allison, half vote Quay. four Reed and 


resulted in showing the vote to be exactly 
as announced: Morton 54, McKinley 17. 
Here He Had Enough~ Votes. 

When Ohio was reached the requisite 
number of votes were given to nominate 
McKinley and the convention recognized 
the fact without announcement and broke 
into cheers. Texas delayed the final an- 
nouncement a little by a challenge from 
one of the dissatisfied colored brethren. 
The poll resulted twenty-one McKinley, five 
Reed, three Allison and one absent. 

Another colored delegate challenged the 
vote of Virginia and deiayed the offictal 
announcement of the final result, eliciting 
inarks of impatience and dissatisfaction 
from the convention. Virginia’s vote on 
& poll stood: Reed 1, McKinley 23. 

All the rest of the roll of states went 
sol.d for McKinley. When the territories 
were reached New Mexico cast one yete 
for Allison and five for McKinley and 
amid howls of derision one of the dele- 
gates challenged .the vote and a poll con- 
firmed the accuracy of the first announce- 
ment. 

Alaska wound up the roll by casting its 
newly-conferred four votes for McKinley. 

The absent delegate from New York, 
‘Mr. Parkhurst, here appeared and bv 
unanimous consent cast his vote for Mor- 
ton, making the total vote: Morton 55, 
McKinley 17. 

All of the states having been called the 
president ‘stated before the announcement 
of the result that the application head 
been made on him for recognition of the 
representatives of the defeated candidates 
to make a certain motion. He believed it 
would be the falrest way to recognize 
them in the order in which the nomina- 
tions had been made. 


Sounds of Jubilee. 


He then announced that William MecKin- 
ley had received 661% votes and the scene 
of an hour before was repeated. Dele- 
Bates and spectators arose and cheers 
and hurrahs rent the air. There was not 
a single one of the fifteen or sixteen thou- 
sand people in the great hall who did not 
do his or her best to swell tne sounds 
of jubilee aad to join in the grand popular 
demonstration in favor of the successful 
candidate. The women were as enthusi- 
astic as the men. It seemed as if no one 
would be seated again and as if orderly 
proceedings would never more be attempt- 
ed. One young man on the platform 
waved on the point of a national banner 
a laced cocked-hat, such as the conqueror 
at Marengo is represented as wearing. 
This symbol] of victory added, if possible, 
to the enthusiasm and the noise was 
swallowed by the booming of artillery 
outside. 

At last the president got a chance to 
continue’ his announcement of the vote. 

“Thomas B. Reed,’’ he said, ‘‘has re- 
ceived 8444 votes, Senator Quay 61%, Levi 
P. ‘Morton 58, Senator Allison 354% and Don 
Cameron 1,’’ 

Senator Lodge, standing upon hts chair, 
interrupted: 


Made It Unanimous. 


“Mr. Chairman, the friends of Mr. Reed 
have followed him with the same loyalty 
which he. has always shown himself to 
country and principle and party. That 
loyalty they now transfer to the soldier, 
the patriot, the American whom you have 
nominated here today, and on behalf of 
my own state and, I believe, of all the 
other New England states that supported 
Mr. Reed, we pledge a great majority in 
Our own states and own assistance in 
Other states and all the help we can 
render for William McKinley. (Cheers.) I 
move, sir, that the nomination of William 
McKinley may be made unanimous.”’ 
(Cheers. ) j 

Mr. Hastings, of Pennsylvania, who had 
nominated Senator Quay, seconded the 
motion to make McKinley’s nomination 
unanimous. Pennsylvania, he said, with 
the loyalty which always distinguished her 
would become the champion of the cham- 
pion of protection to American industry— 
William ‘McKinley—and would welcome 
the issue of American protection, Ameri- 
can credit, American policy and give to 
‘Mr. McKinley the largest majority that 
she had ever given to a republican can- 
didate. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Thomas C. Platt, on behalf of the 
state of New York, also seconded the mo- 
tion to make Mr. McKinley’s nomination 
unanimous and declared that New York 
would give its usual, if not double ‘ts 
ya majority for the republican candi- 
date. 

(Mr. Henderson, of Iowa, also seconded 
the nomination of McKinley. This con- 
vention, he said, had elected a national 
committee to run the coming campaign, 
but it was not needed. The re- 
publicans of the country would 
run the campaign. (Cheers and laughter.) 

The states, he said, would give to Mr. 
McKinley a majority unprecedented = in 
American history. By the authority of the 
distinguished senator from Iowa, Mr. Alli- 
son, and in obedience to the instructions 
of the Iowa delegation, he seconded the 
motion to make Major McKinley the unani- 
mous choice of the repyblicans of the 
United States. (Applause. 

J. Madison Vance, of Louisiana, in sec- 
onding McKinley, declared it was not his 
intention to detain by more than a few 
words the nomination of the great friend 
of his race. He was glad to be permitted 
to express Louisiana’s desire to help the 
states which elect presidents nominated for 
that high office, the man who was in the 
hearts of the colored people, the soldier, 
the statesman, apostle of protection, man 
of the people, the Napoleon of America’s 
hope—William McKinley, of Ohio. 


Depew Talks Again. 


Yielding to vociferous calls for a speech, 
Mr. Depew mounted his chair, where the 
rays of the evening sun were beaming on 
his countenance, which was itself beaming 
with joy and good humor.

It does not make any differ- 
ence how poor he may be, how out of work, 
how ragged, how next door to a tramp any- 
body may be in the United States tonight 
he will be ‘gifted in prayer’ as the result 
of this convention. (Cheers.) There is a 
principle dear to the American heart. It 
is the principle which moves American 
spindles, starts its industries, and makes 
the wage earners sought for instead of 
seeking employment. That principle is 
embodied dn McKinley. His personafity 
explains the nomination today. And his 
personality will carry into the presidential 
chair the aspirations f the voters of 
America, of the families of America, of 
the homes of America, protection to Ameri- 
can industry and America for Americans.’’ 
(Cheers.)

Mr. Humphrey, of lilinois, briefly . sec- 
onded the nomination of Mr. Hobart in 
the name of IlHnois. The roll call of the 
States was resuméd and New York made 
no nomination. 

When Rhode Island was called Mr. Al-

A. Walker. He told the convention that 
the financial plank in the platform was 

strong medicine for the southern states,

A delegate from West Virgiria reported 
that state was solid for sound money, 
solid for McKinley and solid for Hobart, 
of New Jersey for vice president. 

The balloting for vice president then be- 
gan. The call had proceeded only as far 
as South Dakota when it became evident 
that Hobart had been nominated on the 
first ballot, and the delegates and the 
crowd in the galleries began to leave the 
building.

Resolutions were offered and agreed to 
appointing the chairman, Mr. Thurston, 
and the temporary chairman, Mr. Fair- 
banks, chairmen, respectively of the two 
committees to notify’ the nominees for 
president and vice president.

notify them of their nomination, and he 


requested the dciegations from the various 
States to chcose two of their members to 
act on these. committees which, he said, 
vould meet tomorr2¥ morning at the 
Seuthern hotel. 

The result of the ballot for vice presi- 
dent was announced by the chair as fol- 
lows Hobart 533%, Evans 277%, Bulkeley 
39, Lippitt 8, Walker 24, Reed 3, Thurston 
2, Frederick Grant 2, Depew 3, Morton 1, 
absent 23. 

The chair then formally declared Garrett 
A. Hobart of New Jersey, the nominee of 
the convention for vice president of the 

United States, and the convention aa- 
journed sine die at 7:55 p. m.

Canton, O., June 18.—Canton practically 
gave up all other business today to await 
the returns from St. Louis. The striking 
of 918 on the fire alarm balls of Canton, 
that being the number of delegates in the 
convention and, therefore, selected for the 
purpose, together with the booming of the 
big cannon on the bluff back of the watch.

Steam whistles, single and in 
chimes, brass-mouthed caliopes emitting 
frightful shrieks, bells, cannon and ear- 
piercing horns, all united to create a com- 
motion that might have startled the man.

Almost as if by magic, too, the streets 
blossomed forth in the national colors, of 
designs numerous and various, bunting, 
flags and streamers and what not, and 
everywhere the smooth, serious face of the 
new candidate looked forth upon the mul- 
titude. Canton will be a thing of beauty 
for at least a fortnight if- not a joy for-

A few 
minutes later it was evident that the 
throng would choke up the entrance and 
the new candidate took his place on the 
porch, where he could be seen by the 
crowd. His appearance was the signal for 
great applause, which continued for «@ 
minute of two. The committee in charge 
of the proposed demonstration or some 
those at least, made their way to the porch, 
and Mr. E. KE. Case spoke the congratula. 
tions of the candidate's fellow-citizeng, 
Major McKinley replied warmly, thank. 
ing his friends and neighbors for the eyi- 
dence they had shown of their esteem.

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The Troubles of McKinley. 
Never perhaps in the history of po- 


litical parties has a candidate received 
the presidential nomination under such 
peculiar circumstances as those which 
have attended the selection of McKin- 
ley as the republican nominee. 

These circumstances are something 
more than peculiar; they are remarka- 
ble; and, as they have a very important 
bearing on the political situation and 
pending campaign, they deserve consid- 
eration. 

It is to be borne in mind, in the first 
place, that what is known as the “Mc- 
Kinley boom" began in the west. It 
was not based on the fact that he is 
the prophet and apostle of high pro- 
tection. That issue has-cut small figure 
in the conventions at which McKinley 
“delegates were selected. It had its infiu- 
ence, no doubt, but the main argument 
in behalf of McKinley was his record 
in favor of silver. He voted for the 
Bland-Allison compromise, and his 
whole record is in favor of a large use 
of silver as the money of final payment. 
In the campaign of 1892 he attacked 
Cleveland on account of the democratic 
candidate’s attitude of opposition to sil- 
ver, and he has never uttered a word 
in public going to show that he favors 
the gold standard. 

In short, the boom for McKinley in 
the west and northwest had its origin 
in and received its strength from his 
record in favor of silver. On that record 
he secured the delegates, 

But, while the western silver republi- 
cans were booming McKinley the east- 
republicans were bitterly 


in the most conspicuous manner his ut- 
terances in behalf of silver, and created 
as much of an uproar as their limited 

uence would permit. Naturally this 
aad the effect of clinching the belief 


ag of the western men that their favorite 


was indeed for the white metal. 

Consequently the McKinley boom 

continued to grow and swell in the 

west. The southern republican leaders 
—if men having nothing to lead can 
be called leaders—perceiving the. Mc- 
Kinley enthusiasm in the west and 
northwest, fell promptly into line and 
selected McKinley delegates. The east 
continued to fight the western man 
long after he had received the neces- 
Sary majority of delegates. 

Indeed, they carried their opposition 
to St. Louis, and they Succeeded in 
making so much noise and in bringing 
such pressure to bear that the McKin- 


ley managers have been compelled to | 


stead of the convenient straddle that 
had been provided by McKinley and 
his Hanna. Naturally, therefore, there 
is gloom in the camps of those who sup- 
ported McKinley on account of his 
friendliness to silver; and the whole 
country may now behold the spectacle 
of a candidate who secured his nomina- 
tion because he was supposed to be 
friendly to silver, standing on a 
straight-out gold platform.

This remote result, which is not re- 
moter than next November, had al- 
ready begun to have its influence on 
the republican delegates as soon as it 
was clearly understood that the gold 
men of the east would dictate the plat- 
form. The newspaper correspondents 
have already described this influence 
Few republicans are bold enough to feel 
confident of McKinley’s election. He 
is conceded by many to be a defeated. 
candidate in advance of the election. 
There is gloom everywhere among the 
republicans who have been dragooned 
into accepting a platform which they 
know the people will not indorse. 

There is gloom everywhere except 
among those republicans who have de- 
clared that they will remain true to 
their convictions, and who feel that the 
declaration of the democratic conven- 
tion will give them an opportunity to 
cast their votes for a platform and a 
candidate opposed to the gold standard 
and in favor of the restoration of silver. 

All these circumstances—the placing 
of a man with a silver record on a 
straight gold platform, the defection 
of the silver delegations from the west, 
and the total lack of enthusiasm among 
the republican delegates—go to make 
the most remarkable political situation 
that has ever been seen in this country. 

And every feature of the situation 
points so clearly and unmistakably to 
democratic success that the  veriest 
novice in politics cannot fail to under- 
stand and appreciate the fact. All that 
the party has to do is to stand for what 
it has always stood for—to place itself 
in line with the people—to oppose the 
unjust exactions of the money power at 
every point and in every way—to an- 
nounce its purpose to abolish the Brit- 
ish gold standard and restore true bi- 
metallism—to stand for the rights and 
interests of the producers and wage 
earners of the country.

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Better Salaries for Our Judges, 

There is no judicial office in the state 
that is more exacting in the duties re- 
quired of its occupant and yet, at the 
same time, more paltry in the measure 
of its compensation than the judgeship 
of the Atlanta circuit. 

The manner in which the state of 
Georgia requites her public servants 
has long been a subject matter of com- 
plaint and the grievance is by no means 
a& new one. 

In respect to our judges, however, the 
penurious policy of the state is more 
strongly emphasized, perhaps, than in 
respect to other important positions of 
trust and responsibility. 

As a rule it may be stated that every 
position which requires experience and 
ability on the part of its occupant 
Should command a salary at least com- 
mensurate with its importance. 

This argument applies with peculiar 
force to our judges. Those men who 
hold in their hands the seales of jus- 
tice and who decide {important issues 
affecting the lives and property of men, 
should be distinguished not only for 
their judicial knowledge but for all 
those traits which belong to a complete 
and robust moral character. 

Where the salary of an office is alto- 
gether too small, in consideration of 
the work required, a good man, who has 
other demands upon his time, cannot 
afford to serve the state except at a 
sacrifice of his own personal interests. 
Some men on account of large families 
and other expensivé burdens are not 
able to make such a sacrifice as this and 
for that reason their services are not 
available. 

There is much reason, therefore, for 
the complaint that the salary paid to 
the superior court judges in Georgia is 
altogether too small. While it is true 
that the state is exceedingly fortunate 
in the men who serve her at this time, 
it is also true that there is scarcely a 
judge on the bench who could not make 
a much better living at the bar than he 
does in the exercise of his judicial 
office. 

Even here in Georgia there are law- 
yers who make from $25,000 to $80,000 
ma year while the judges before whom 
they practice receive the paltry sum of 
only $2,000. 

This is wrong, and the great state of 
Georgian with all her exhaustless re- 
sources Should be ashamed of such a 
penurious record. 

In this circuit the. duties 
upon the occupant of the bench are 
much more arduous than upon the 
judges of other circuits. There is scarce- 
ly an hour in the day when he is not 
completely overwhelmed with official 
business and in order to obtain rest it 
is necessary for him to leave the state. 

If good men have held this’ trying 
position it is not because the salary was 
any inducement. It is due solely to the 
fact that a sense of duty has constrained 
them to make a personal sacrifice. 

This important matter demands the 
urgent attention of our law makers. 
Such a defect as this in our judicial sys- 
tem should not be tolerated. 


The Southern Railway System. 


Hon. Samuel Spencer, in a recent 
speech delivered before the Commercial 
Club of Cinciunati, discussed at some 
length the relations which the Southern 
railway system sustains to the impor- 
tant interests of that metropolis. 

Incidentally he referred to the gradu- 
al evolution of this gigantic system of 
railroads and pointed out the beneficial 
results which had accrued to this im- 
mediate section of the country within 
the last few years. 

Mr. Spencer is the president of the 
Southern system. His position is one 
of grave importance and one which 
calls for a wide measure of experience 
and ability. The. qualifications of Mr. 
Spencer for this position are empha- 
sized by the manner in which he has 
discharged ‘the duties of the office as 
well as by the phenomenal growth of 
the system under his able and wise ad- 
ministration. 

As the executive head of this impor- 

tant system whose lines traverse near- 
ly every state in the south, besides ra- 
diating into the north and west, Mr. 
Spencer was thoroughly prepared to 
handle the important question which he 
discussed. 
_Referring to the enormous traffic of 
the Southern railway system, in its 
bearing upon the subject under discus- 
sion, Mr. Spencer said: 

The Southern Railway Company could 
not, if it would, divert this traffic to the 
east or send it elsewhere than to Cincinnati. 
The character of the traffic forbids it. It 
consists of western produce going into the 
south, which you and other western cities 
control; of pig iron and other iron products 
from the Alabama and Tennessee iron re- 
gions, sold for consumption in the west 
and northwest, the Southern having no 
voice in its destination; of the fruits and 
vegetables of the south consigned to- your 
commission merchants and those of other 
western cities to supply a purely local de- 
mand, and, lastly, of the diversified 
manufactured products going into the 
south for retail distribution from that sec- 
tion north of the Ohio river and west of 
Pittsburg, which is so rapidly becoming the 
center of the miscellaneous manufacturing 
of the United States. The Southern cannot 
even solicit this by its eastern lines. 


Within the last few weeks the South- 
ern railway has leased for a period of 
ninety-nine years the line of the Cin- 
cinnati Southern, extending from Cin- 
cinnafi to Chattanooga. This road was 
built at a very heavy cost by the busi-

ness men of Cincinnati, who recognized

the importance of some direct means of 
communication with the south. 

In obtaining the lease of this import- 
ant line Mr. Spencer has not only made 
a valuable addition to the system but 
he has demonstrated his sagacity as a 
thorough master of the railroad situa- 
tion in the south. 

With the addition of the Cincinnati 
Southern the system now embraces 
over 5,000 miles of track, and the cen- 
ter of this gigantic web is Atlanta. Ra- 
diating from this point the branches 
of the system extend in every direc- 
tion. One line runs in a southwesterly 
direction and strikes the Atlantic ocean 
at Brunswick. Another takes a due 
westerly course and strikes the Missis- 
sippi river at Greenville, Still another 
one follows the trail of the Bue Ridge 
mountains and reaches up into the east- 
ern states, while the last accession to 
the system gives it a direct line from 
Atlanta to Cincinnati and opens up to 
southern trade, through the:agency of 
this system the marvelous resources of 
the great west. 

The importance of this immense ag- 
gregation of lines in its bearing upon 
the prosperity of this immediate sec- 
tion cannot be lightly estimated; splen- 
did results have already been achieved, 
and all that is needed to insure gratify- 
ing returns in the future is a continu- 
ance of the same able policy which has 
heretofore directed the affairs of this 
immense system, 

The Vote at Chicago. 

The following table presents the vote 
of states as they will be recorded at 
the national democratic convention at 
Chicago on the currency question. The 
states in black type have already acted 
and those in small type are yet to act, 
the votes of the states not having as 
yet acted being apportioned to the gold 
or silver column according to gen- 
eral estimate, from which there will be 
little, if any; variance. 

As is shown silver will have an over- 
whelming majority in the convention, 
and the adoption of an unequivocal, out- 
spoken platform, favoring the free coin- 
age of, both gold and silver at the pres- 
ent ratio is assured.

Those who are never satisfied except 
in railing against the evils of the news- 
paper are referred to a recent sermon 
delivered by Dr. Lyman Abbott before 
the graduating class at Harvard uni- 
versity, in which he made use of the 
following language: 

The journal is the historian. It.is more 
important to know what is going on today 
than what occurred tn ancient Greece. We 
hear the cry that murders, divorces and all 
crimes should be kept from the press. No! 
We want a press that shall tell us the vices 
of mankind as well as the virtues. The 
press is a looking glass. We look in it 
every morning and we see ourselves very 
dirty. But we do not want to find fault 
with the glass. We want to wash our- 
selves. 

Dr. Abbott has thus explained in a 
nut shell the mission of the newspaper. 
If those who are continually finding 
something in the newspaper to criti- 
cise would only profit by the wise ad- 
vice of Dr. Abbott and wash them- 
selves they would find a corresponding 
improvement in the newspaper. The 
mirror is not to blame for what it re-

The two hours’ recess sufficed to give 
the attorneys time to prepare their papers. 
All were in court on time. Attorney Wim- 
bish read his bill, the burden of which was 
a prayer to be made a party to the case. 
It contained the charges of collusion 
against President Bigby and others, which 
were spoken of in yesterday's paper. It 
declared that President Bigby and Re- 
ceiver English were not the proper per- 
sons to be receivers of the company. 

Mr. Alex King and Mr. Jack Spalding 
Sat to the right of Mr. Wimbish. Mr. 
King arose and said that his firnr repre- 
sented certain interests and appeared with 
Mr. Wimbish to ask the removal of Judge 
Bigby. 

He proceeded to say that Judge Bigby 
and members of his family held heavy in- 
terests in the company, and that by ob- 
taining proxies from stockholders on the 
promise that for such consideration the 
company would pay a dividend, he had 
elected several members of his family 
directors of the company, and had raised 
his own salary from $5,000 to $20,000 a year. 
Under his management of the company’s 
affairs it had been practically wrecked. 

When Mr. King sat down Captain Ellis, 
on the other side of the room, arose with 
a bundle of legal documents in his hand. 
He read a demurrer, stating that the 
charges of collusion were Vague and in- 
definite. In his bill the charges presented 
in Mr. Wimbish’s* bil! were denied. 

Finishing the demurrer, Captain Ellis 
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COL. WIMBISH, $ ‘ 
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stated that he would read an affidavit’ 
which he had in his hand. 

Mr. Wimbish failed to see what 
nection there could be between an 
fidavit and a demurrer. 

Interrupting, Judge Newman changed the 
whole current of the case. As it was g0- 
ing it seemed to be rapidly drifting—in 
fact it had already drifted into a contest 
on the issue of collusion. 

He said that the situation might as well 
be made clear.. His court had appointed 
a receiver; proceeding to Columbus this 
receiver had been met by a demand for the 
keys. Upon refusing he was told that the 
gentlemen would use forcible mfeans to 
obtain possession of the keys of the mill 
if necessary. This was either right or not 
right. The issue which he proposed to 
settle first was the question of which set 
of receivers had the right of possession. 
That would save a lot of trouble and dis- 
pose of the case. 
Captain Ellis was again up with his 
affidavit, and this document proved to be 
the surpise of the occasion and the turn- 
ing point in the case. 

It was an affidavit by G. Gunby Jordan, 
one of the United States court receivers. 
It recited that Mr. Jordan had received 
a telegram at 2 o’clock a. m., last Satur- 
day, informing him of his appointment as 
receiver. He at once proceeded to the mill 
and asked for the treasurer. That of- 
ficial, he was told, was absent from the 
city. He was directed to Mr. E. P. Bur- 
nett, an official of the mill,-to whom he 
showed the message announcing the re- 
It was shown to the other 
The operatives were notified that 
the new receivers would furnish money to 
pay their wages on Monday, which they 
did. He qualified by giving a bond of 
$25,000 before 4 o’clock Saturday af- 
ternoon. Monday nrorning, acting for the 
receivers, he furnished sixty bales of cot- 
ton to the mils and since that time had 


con- 
af- 


furnished 122 more. 


This affidavit fell as a bombshell in the 
camps of Colonel Wimbish. He arose and 
asked for a moment in which to examine 
the affidavit. Captain Ellis handed it to 
him, and he stepped out of the courtroom 
for a minute, 

He returned prersently. He stated that 
the affidavit was a surprise to him, and set 
up a state of affairs of which he had not 
before been cognizant. He thought that he 
was in possession of all the facts in the 
case. Under the light of the affidavit he 
asked permission to withdraw his petition 
asking to become a party to-the suit. He 
recognized that the state court receivers 
would be compelled to relinquish all claim, 
He was permitted to withdraw his petition. 

This put the case on a new status. Re- 


ceivers John 8. Bigby, J. W. English and 
Gunby Jordan were confirmed as to the 
priority of their claim to the receivership. 


All the contending interests seemed at 


a loss how to proceed, now that the re- 
ceivership question had for the time been 


disposed of. 


Judge Tompkins handed in his dependent 


bill asking that the receivership be coi_tin- 
ued. 


He said there were large prope.ties 
to be protected. 

Judge Martin, of Columbus, general coun- 
sel for the Eagle and Phenix, who had 
taken little part in the proceedings up to 
this point, now arose. He asked for an 


order setting forth that the appointment 


of the receivers should have no effect upon 
the action of the directors of the mills. 
He said there was grave dissatisfaction 


among certain of the directors concerning 


the movements of President Bigby. They 


had been misrepresented by him. 


Mr. Albert Cox said he could see no 
necessity for such an order. 

Judge Martin stated further that he had 
talked with five of the mill's directors and 
they had expressed strong dissatisfaction 
with the procedure by which President 
Bigby was appointed. Endeavor had been 
made to have a meeting of the directors 
in Atlanta to determine upon a course of 
action, but it was discovered that the 
by-laws of the company prohibited a meet- 
ing outside of Columbus The directors 
would meet and reach a decision as soon 
as possible, when steps would be taken to 
preserve the interests of those who were 
opposed to Judge Bigby. 

He spoke for five of the directors. He 
spoke openly and decidedly and said he 
represented the views of five of the direc- 


tors.

He had understood on last Saturday that 
Dr. Warnock was an objector. He look- 
ed at Attorney Glenn inquiringly and that 
attorney shook his head. 

Judge Newman asked for an early day 
for the hearing to be agreed upon among 
the attorneys. Next Friday was finally 
fixed. 

After the meeting there was a confer- 
ence as to when a meeting of the direc- 
tors should be held. President Bigby 
agreed to call a meeting for tomorrow. 
At this meeting there will be a full meet- 
ing of the board of directors and a lively 
time may be expected. 
4At that time President Bigby will urge 
the pursuit of the course which he has 
Started and those directors who oppose him 
will, of course, take the opposite line.. It 
is said that they will hold that Judge 
Bigby, having managed the company up 
to a point of insolvency, is not competent 
to further handle its affairs as receiver. 

“The fight,” said a prominent gentle- 
man, who is interested in the case, yester- 
day, “will be continued and it will be 
directed almost entirely against President 
Bigby. It is manifestly improper for him 
to be the receiver. He is the president

MR. CLAYTON’S SHORTAGE. 
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Cemetery Committee Has Not Yet 
Made Progress in the Investigation. 


The cemetery committee of the council 
has made little or no progress in the mat- 
ter of investigating the shortage of City 
Sexton Thomas A. Clayton. Chairman 
Woodward, of the committee, says that it 
will take several weeks to complete the 
work. Mr. Hugh Inman, a member of the 
committee, is out of the city and a meet- 
ing of the committee has not been held 
since it was authorized by council to in- 
vestigate and report on the matter, 

It will be remembered that Mr. Clayton 
offered to settle his shortage and resign 
his office when such settlement is made. 
In order to ascertain the correct amount 
in question it will be necessary for the com- 
mittee *to go over the books and accounts 
of the cemetery and review the work of the 
sexton since his accession to the office 
three years ago. 

In the meantime the cemetery will be 
under the control of the committee, and it 
is likely that no one will be appointed or 
elected to the office of sexton until the reg- 
ular election of city officers in the fall. 
There are a number of candidates in the 
field for the office and the contest promises 
to be an interesting one. 


NO MORE PAVING NOW. 
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Elizabeth Street Will Not Be Paved 
at Present. 

The aldermanic board held up thé propo- 
sition to chert Elizabeth street at a cost 
of $9,300 at its meeting held yesterday af- 
ternoon., 

The board thinks that in view of the 
depleted condition of the street paving 
fund the work should not be done at this 
time. Only about $8,000 remains in the fund 
unexpended. 

At the last meeting of the council an 
ordinance authorizing the paving of Eliz- 
abeth street with chert at the cost stated, 
was passed, and yesterday it came before 
the aldermanic board for concurrence, 

Alderman Dimmock favcred concurrence 
in the action of the council, but he waz 
opposed by the cther members of the 
board for the reason stated. Mr. Dimmock 
said that the citizens residing on Elizabeth 
street were entitled to the paving, and he 
thought thut the work should be done. 

The resolution adopted by council Monday 
authorizing the tax collector to offer a 
special discount of 14% per cent on all taxes 
paid up to $100,000 was concurred in. The 
resolution was op ed by the finance com- 
mittee, and its option is expected to re- 
plenish the city treasury. The paper now 
goes to the hands of Mayor King. 

Seven hundred dollars has becn appro- 
priated for the purpose of extending Love 
street to Fourteenth street. An ordinance 
to that effect passed the council Monday, 
and was agreed to by the aldermanic board 
yesterday. The work will be done at once, 
and it will greatly convenience citizens 
residing in that section of the city. Those 
favoring the appropriation think that the 
ordinance will be approved by the mayor.

The meeting promises to be a lively one, 


as it is generally understood that the 
true object of the meeting is to renew thé 
fight about the Sumter county resolution: 
condemning the action of the Richmond 
#2 mmittee in inviting Governor W. Y. 
Atkinson to take part in the parade at th 
unveiling of the Davis monument. 

At the meeting of the Fulton veteran 
on Monday night, in the parlors of th: 
Guard’s armory, the resolutions indorsin; 
the action of the Sumter county camp o 
veterans was promptly and unanimousl: 
tabled. It was thought that this would b: 
the end of the fight on the governor s: 
far as the Fulton camp is concerned. 

It develops, however, that the fight wil 
be renewed tonight. Five men, it is said 
have got together and determined to push 
the fight on the governor, and it is for that 
reason that the meeting is to be called to 
night. 


Will Ask To Make Arrangements. 


At the meeting tonight a resolution wil 
be introduced asking that the committe: 
appointed to make arrangements for thé 
trip of the Fulton county delegation t 
Richmond be given full authority to act. 
This means that Governor Atkinson wil, 
be extended an invitation by the Fulton 
county delegation to attend the reunion. 

The governor has already been invited tc 
attend by the committee of arrangement: 
at Richmond, and he takes the positon tha’ 
the Georgia cantfps have nothing to do wit! 
the matter. The governors of all the 
southern gtates as well as the southern 
military companies have ben invited to 
attend, and Governor Atkinson has already 
accepted that invitation, and has made 
arrangements to go to the reunion accom- 
panied by his full staff, in uniform, and 
by several companies of the Georgia state 
militia, who have volunteered to accom- 
pany him. He has paid no attention to 
the attack that has been made on him by 
the Sumter camp of veterans, nraintaining 
that they have nothing whatever to do 
with the matter, as his invitation comes 
from the Richmond committee, which is in 
charge of the reunion, 

The Veterans’ Meeting Tonight. 

When the veterans meet tonight, it is 
rumored that a resolution will be intro- 
duced condemning Governor  Atkinson’s 
position'in the soldier’s home matter in the 
legislature, and certain utterances of his 
about the confederate sentiment during 
his campaign for governor against Genera] 
Evans. When the action of the Sumter 
camp was first called to his attention, 
Governor Atkinson wrote a card explain- 
ing the matter and since that time has re- 
fused to say anything more about it. 

General Evans, in a card, gives the fol- 
lowing explanation of the situation: 

“A ey gerne seems to exist in 
regard to the ceremonies at Richmond 
which needs to be cleared up. As I un- 
derstand it the committee of arrangements 
at Richmond, who are the truest among 
the true confederate soldiers, desire to 
make a great occasion on the laying of 
the corner stone over which wil! rise a 
magnificent monument in honor of Presi- 
dent Jefferson Davis. They have therefore 
prepared an elaborate parade such as the 
event requires and have invited the gov- 
ernors and the military of southern states 
together with eminent nren, to form in 
line with the great body of confederate 
veterans, sons and daughters of soldiers 
and citizens, on that day. The governor 
of Georgia ts expected to be in that parade 
as the official representative of the state.

Chicago, June 18.—Just the reverse con- 
ditions have existed in the wheat market 
today from those of yesterday—that is, 
yesterday there was practically no selling 
pressure and everybody seemed to favor 
the long side, while today there has been 
no demand and the disposition has been 
to sell, the result being a break of 2c. 
Some of the large traders who bought 
yesterday on the bad damage reports were 
sellers at the opening, as were also the 
elevator interests. This changed _ senti- 
ment among local scalpers from the bull 
side to the bear, knowing that the out- 
side trade is so light that the market is 
largely governed by the action of profes- 
sionals, hence there was little or no dis- 
position frem any quarter to buy except 
to cover shorts to a nroderate extent. 
Liverpool opened firm from % to %d higher, 
but lost part of the advance during the 
day, closing 4d higher. Berlin closed low- 
er after open ng atan advance. Clearances 
were again fairly large at 214,000 bushels, 
and the probability is that weekly exports 
will be quite liberal, But the heavy 
movement from the northwest is too much 
of a bear argument and seems to offset the 
bad crop reports. While the crop situa- 
tion is strong the market is weak, and so 
long as this condition prevails, and there 
is no speculative demand for a turn, we 
cannot favor the bull side except, perhaps, 
for a scalp on the weak spots.

The paper was hastily issued 
and placed in the hands of County Officers 
Turner and Verner, who proceé¢ded to 
‘Stephens’s home on the Howell’s’ mill 
road, about five miles from the city. 

Would Not Give Up the Baby. 

Stephens was sitting in his front room 
enjoying his old-fashioned corncob pipe. 
‘He was very much surprised when the 
officers informed him that he was wanted 
for kidnaping. He was rather indignant 
at first, but finally consented to be taken 
before his wife. He positively refused to 
divulge the whereabouts of the baby, but 
declared that the child was in good hands. 

Stephens was placed in a wagon and was 
taken to 99 Walton street, where his wife 
had gone after leaving the station house. 
Mrs. Stephens was sitting in the front 
room with her aunt patiently awaiting the 
arrival of her child. 

As Stephens entered the room he was 
greeted very kindly by his wife, who im- 
mediately inquired as to the whereabouts 
of her babe. The husband refused to tell, 
but assured her that the little one was 
safe from all harm. 


They Settled Their Differences. 


Husband and wife then repaired to an- 
other room, where tHey held a long con- 
sultation. Finally Mrs, Stephens appear- 
ed again and a. significant smile had 
taken the place of her tears. The warrant 
was then withdrawn and Stephens sum- 
moned a hack and took his blue-eyed wife 
back to his home, 

William Stephens is a farmer and has 
been wedded to his present wife over a 
year. ‘Mrs. Stephens has been married be- 
fore and has a little four-year-old girl as 
the result of her former union. 

Stephens took an inexplicable dislike to 
this little girl and swore that she should 
not live in his house. He engaged in a 
quarrel with his wife.about her Tuesday 
morning, when he left the house. Wednes- 
day afternoon ‘Mrs. Stephens was washing 
in her back yard when Stephens entered 
the house and stole the little six-weeks- 
old baby from the bed in the front room. 

The wife immediately came to the city 
and swore out a warrant for her husband 
on the charge of kiAdnaping.

DEFENSE IN THE FOWLER CASE 
MAKES A MOTION. 


Was Granted a Divorce, Denies 
Several of the Charges. 


The jury in the Fowler case, which Is 
now on trial in the first division of the 
city court; was yesterday strictly in- 
structed by Judge Reid to beware of the 
newspapers and mot read any articles 
bearing upon the case on trial. 

The question was brought up by Attor- 
ney Tye, who asked Judge Reid to ques- 
tion the jurors to ascertain if they ‘had 
read any of the published accounts of the 
case. Judge’ Reid refused to grant this 
request, but statéd to the jurors that they 
must not read the papers or talk about 
the case or allow any one to talk to them 
about it until a verdict was reached, or 
the case Was concluded... 

Mr. Fowler is a minister of the Presby- 
terian church, whose hand was amputated 
some time ago from the effect of a gun- 
shot wound, Just seven days prior to re- 
ceiving the wound, Mr. Fowler had pur- 
chased an accident policy in the Preferred 
Accident Insurance Company, in which it 
was agreed that the sum of $2,500 would be 
paid for the loss of a hand. 

After the accident had been received, 
Mr. Fowler applied to the company through 
its agent for the amount. of the policy, 
but the money was refused. Mr. Fowler 
then filed suit, and the case has now 


been on trial for two days in the city 
court. 

Mr. Fowler '‘sues.for the anfount of the 
policy, $2,600, and $500 attorney’s. fees. 

The plaintiffs introduced testimony 
yesterday morning showing that the wound 
was an accident, After the testimony had 
been heard the counsel for the defense 
moved that the case be non-suited. 

The motion to non-suit the case will be 
heard this morning before Judge Reid. 
Mr. Fowler was a theological student at 
the time the accident is said to have oc- 
curred. He was in a buggy, on a hunting 
trip, when the shotgun was discharged, 
aha the contents were received in his hand, 
causing amputation.

The minister at the other grave had 
just concluded the words, ‘Dust to dust, 
ashes to ashes,’’ when the shot startled the 
assembled throng. 

Duvall fell prostrate across the grave of 
his’ little child. 

Doctors Wilcox and Harrison, who were 
pallbearers at the Baker funeral, rushed to 
the side of the wounded man and did all 
they could for him. 

After the funeral was over Duvall was 
brought into the city hospital in the under- 
taker’s wagon which had conveyed flowers 
to Mr, Baker’s grave. 

Duvall is married and came to Augusta 
three years ago from Jacksonville, Fla. He 
built a home here and lived happily. Since 
the death of his child, four months of age, 
he has been moody. No other cause is 
assigned for his action.

But Her Attorneys Will Apply for a 
Writ of Lunacy for the Woman.

Macon, Ga. June 18.—(Special.);-Judge 
C. €. Smith, of the Oconee circuit, will 
resentence Mrs. Noblestodeath on fext 
Monday if she has been remanded to the 
custody of the state authorities by that 
time. Mrs, Nobles is at present a govern- 
ment prisoner, and has been one ever 
since her case was carried before Judge 
Speer, of the United States court, on a 


writ of habeas corpus. It will be remen- 
bered that an.appeal was made from 
Judge Speer’s decision to the United 
States supreme court and the supreme 
court ordered.the case dismissed from the 
Cocket without being heard, as Mrs. 
Nobles’s. attorneys did not submit their 
recerd in ‘view of the decision of the 
state supreme court, which was adverse 
to Mrs. Nobles and which sustained the de- 
cision-‘of Ordinary Wiley, of Bibb, who 
refused to grant a writ of lunacy, as Mrs. 
Nobles was a Twiggs county prisoner. Now 
as soon as Fodes Speer makes the decree 
of the United States supreme court the 
judgment of his court at Macon he: will 
remand iMrs. Nobles to the custody of the 
sheriff of the state court and she will 
cease to be a government prisoner. 

Judge Smith has written to the clerk of 
the United States court asking if Judge 
Speer’s Order has been taken, and if it 
has, he would resentence Mrs, Nobles on 
Next Monday to death.

The Southern Scoops in the Georgia 
Midland and Gulf. 


ALL DEBTS ARE ASSUMED 


‘An Annual Rental of $49,500 Is To 
Be Made, 


IT IS A GOOD TRADE FOR COLUMBUS 


a 


By This Dea] That City Gets a Through 
' Line to Atlanta—Much To Be 
Desired. 


Columbus, Ga., June 18.—(Special.)—The 
Georgia Midland railroad has just been 
leased to~uie Southern Railway Company 
for ninety-nine years and another of the 
independent railroads of the south has 
been absorbed by this big railway system. 
With the leasing of Columbus’ favorite 
road, it looks like one of the dreams of the 
city will be realized and a through route 
to Atlanta will be obtained. 

The rental of the road was made 
afternoon at a meeting of the Georgia Mid- 
land stockholders and directors in this city, 
when a from the Southern 
Railway to lease the property was formally 
A meeting of the Southern rail-

accepted. 
way directors was also held in New York 
this afternoon, at which the contract was 
confirmed, and the Southern takes posses- 
sion of the Midiand on July Ist. In the 
Jatter part of May the Southern railway 
made a proposition to lease the Georgia 
Midland. The directors of the Georgia 
Midland held a meeting in New York city 
on June 2d and discussed the matter. The 
proposition was satisfactory to them. The 
idea seemed feasible. The directors decid- 
ed to recommend the proposition to the 
stockholders of the road, which was done 
this afternoon. It seems that the Southern 
was not the only system that wanted the 
“Georgia Midland, as another system made 
@ proposition to lease it, but the offer was 
unsatisfactory and was rejected. 

Terms of the Lease. 

“The Southern’s proposition, which 
accepted, was to pay off all floating debts 
against the road, the car trust and the re- 
organization expenses, and to assume all 
contracts made by the management of the 
road since its reorganization. In addition 
to this it was to pay the sum of $49,500 an- 
nually to the owners of the property as 
rental. 

Under these terms the road was leased for 
ninety-nine years. It is stated that the re- 
organization of the road will remain in- 
tact and it is hoped here that no changes 
in its management will be made. 

The Midland directors present at the 
meeting today were Messrs. A. Ailges, G. 
Gunby Jordan, C. L. Davis, John F. Flour- 
noy, Ed Lancaster, of New York, and Mr. 
Archer, of Richmond, Va. It is to be pre- 
sumed that as the Southern owns the At- 
lanta and Florida railroad, which crosses 
the Georgia Midland at Williamson, 
through trains will be put on to Atlanta, 
using a portion of both roads in perfecting 
‘the through route, which will be a great 
benefit to this city. It would not be at 
‘all surprising if the Mobile and Girard 
road would now be extended to Mobile, 


was 


--manother through route greatly desired. Now 


that the Southern has possession of the 
Midland, the people of this cjty are hope- 
ful that the railway facilities’of Columbus 
will be greatly bettered and her commerciel 
interests greatly advanced. The Geor- 
gia Midland, under its new management, 
will not be operated by the Central, but sep- 
arately. 
Recently Organized. 

The Georgia Midland and Gulf railroad 
Was organized several years ago and was 
intended to be a connection between Co- 
Jumbus and Atlanta. The road was not 
completed, however, beyond McDonough. 
Several months ago it was placed in the 
hands of a receiver and ordered sold. It 


was bid in by the bondholders and in the | 


reorganization the name was changed to 
the Georgia Midland railway. Mr. Sam 
Spencer, president of the Southern Rail- 
way Company, is an old citizen of Colum- 
bus. He is now in a position to greatly ad- 
Vance the city’s commercial interests and 
it is believed that he will do it, and it 
4s thought that the lease of the Géorgia 
Midland is a preliminary step. Jor some 
time it has been hoped that arrangements 
would bé perfected for a through route 
to Atlanta via the Atlanta and Florida 
road and it now looks as if that desire is 
about to be realized. 


The Macon and Atlantic. 

The creditors of the Macon and Atlantic 
are anxious to have it sold. Sixty miles 
of the line is graded and the rails are 
on the’ gfound for thirty miles. The road 
has only a few cars and is making no 
money. It extends through Laurens, 
Johnson and Emanuel counties. The 
original plan was to build on to the coast, 
preferably to Savannah. 

Two attempts have been made to sell 
the road, but no bids were made. The

Grain Rates Demoralized. 

More secret rate cutting from 
western (Missouri river points is being 
done under cover of an agreement per- 
mitting the reconsigning of grain than by 
any other method. . 

This discovery was Made at the recent 
hearing of the complaint of the Wichita 
shippers against the western roads before 
Inter State Commerce Commissioner Mor- 
rison at Kansas City. It w@s shown that 
the Santa Fe and other western roads 
took large -amounts of grain to Kansas 
City, but searcely any of it came east to 
Chicago over their Hines. Most of this 
grain, it was claimed, was being taken 
by the WMissourl Pacific and other St. 
Louts Hines for St. JVoouis and shipped 
thence east and south. As the through 
rate is materially lower than the combined 
local Kansas City and thence to 
the east it was clear that the diversion 
Was caused by manipulation and secret 
rate cutting. 

The agreement allowing 
of grain and kindred products at 
City enabled the roads east and south- 
east from that city to manipulate the 
rates without much danger of being 
brought to account for. violation of the 
inter state law. Grain is being taken into 
elevators at Kansas City and after reé- 
maining there for months is reconsigned 
roads and sent forward at the 
original proportion of the through rate.

“I had a question put to me the 
day that I was unable to answer,” said a 
man who stood watching a cable car go 
abruptly around the curve at Thirteenth 
and Grand avenue, says The Nan-

“Here is what puzzles me: The wheels 
of the car are firmly fastened to the axles 
and the wheels can't turn unless the axles 
turn. The outer rail of a curve is longer 
than the inner rail. Does the outer wheel 
turn faster than the inner wheel, or.does 
the latter slip?’ 

The other man had once been in the 
railroad business and he quickly replied: 
“That’s easy. If ycu'll examine closely 
you'll see that the wheels, instead of be- 
ing perfectly flat on the rim are beveled, 
making the outer circumference smaller 
than the inside circumference. When a 
car turns a curve it has a tendency to go 
off at a tangent, or, in other words, to 
jump the track, which it would do were it 
not for the flange on the inside of the 
outer wheel, which presses closely against 
the rail. The rail touches the inner wheel 
quite a distance from the flange. The re- 
sult is that the diameter of the outer 
Wheel where it rests upon the rail its 
greater than that of the inner wheel. This 
difference in diameter equalizes- the dif- 
ference in the length of the curved rails. 
Both wheels revolve with the same speed 
as their axles, but the outer wheel trav- 
erses a greater distance, because its di- 
ameter from the axle to the point of con- 
tact with the rail is greater.’’

The Supreme Ceu't Affirms the Judgment 
of the Lower Court 


IN THE SPINKS MURDER CASE 


Opinion of the Court of the Grounds 
of Appeal—Decisions in Other 
Important Cases.

The supreme court yesterday affirmed the 
decision of the’ court below which convict- 
ed Arthur Hanye of killing Will Spinks.

Hanye v. the State. Before Judge Candler, 
ruiton superior court, 

Simmons, ©. J.—1. his court will not re- 
verse a judgement aenying @& Hew trial in a 
criminal case because the trial Judge over- 
ruled a motion to postpone the mal, it 
appearing from his ceruncate that the 
reason g.ven ior the application to post- 
pone Was that the leading counsel for the 
accused ‘“‘from having traveled, was feei- 
ing too tired to go on with the case, and 
unwell;”’ and it aiso thus appearing that 
the ‘counsel Was apparently well, ang went 
On With the trial without * * * * jincon- 
venience,”” and that the trial had twice 
before been postponed at the instance of 
the accused. Nor, in such case, will a 
hew trial be granted by this court because 
the judge beiow refused to suspend the 
trial on the ground that leading counsel 
for the accused was fatigued, tne judge 
certifying to facts snowing that the ac- 
cused was in no way injured by having 
the trial proceed. 

2. It appearing upon a trial] for murder 
that the accused used to the deceased op- 
probrious and insulting languuge tending 
tO cause a breach of the peace, that the 
latter remonstrated, that the accused, after 
preparing for use a deadly weapon, de- 
liberately repeated the offensive language, 
Which the deceased then resented by a 
blow not disproportioned to the insult 
given, and that the accused thereupon at- 
tacked the deceased with the deadly 
using it in a manner likely to 
produce death, it is not, under such clir- 
cumstances, cause for a new tral that the 
court charged, in effect, that the legal 
presumption of malice arising from weuch 
a use of such a weapon would not be re- 
moved because of the blow lawfully given 
in return for the original provocation by 
words. 

3. The court having given in charge the 
Sections of the code relating to voluntary 
manslaughter, and having instructed the 
jury as to the form of their verdict in the 
case they should convict of that offense, 
this, in the absence of a request for the 
more specific and detailed = instructions 
upon this branch of the law, Was a suffi- 
Clent compliance with any duty which may 
have devolved upon the ourt to charge 
upon the subject. 

4. The character of a deceased person for 
Violence can offer no justification or miti- 
gation to one who slays him, when it ap- 
pears that the homicide was ‘committed 
under circumstances showing that the de- 
ceased had given the slayer no provocation, 
and that the latter could not even have 
believed that he was in any danger at the 
hands of the deceased, 

» Taking it all together, there was no 
error in the charge as to the law of 
reasonable doubt; there was nothing in this 
Case to invoke a charge upon the subject 
of involuntary manslaughter; no error was 
committed in refusing to charge as request- 
ed, nor in the charges, or omissieng to 
charge, complained of; and the evidence 
fully warranted the verdict.

Lumpkin, J.—1. Although the declaration 
in an action of ejectment which was 
brought upon the joint demise of several 
persons would be amendable by striking 
the names of all except one of the plaintiff's 
lessors, the same thing is not accomplished 
by leaving the original demise “intact and 
laying a new and distinct demise in the 
rame of one only: of the joint lessors; 
for in that event, the right to recover upon 
either demise would be retained. 

2. Such an amendment as that first above 
indicated would relate back to the begin- 
ning of the action and leave the declara- 
tion, as to all matters of defense, as if it 
had been brought in the first instance 
upon the sole demise of the person whose 
name was not stricken; but when the 
declaration is amended by laying an en- 
tirely new demise, the case as to it should 
be tried as though the action had not 
been commenced until the date upon which 
the amendment introducing this demise was 
filed, and relatively to the plaintiff’s right 
to recover thereon, the statutes of pre- 
scription would run in favor of the de- 
fendant until that date. 

3. There can be no recovery upon a joint 
demise when the evidence shows that the 
éntire title to the premises sued for is in 
a single lessor of the plaintiff; nor upon 
a new demise in the name of that lessor, 
if the defendant had acquired a good title 
by prescription before this demise was in- 
troduced into the action. 

4. A plaintiff in ejectment may recover 
upon his own prior possession, or that of 
his ancestor, against one who does not 
show a better right to the property; and 
in such case, the mere belief of the defend- 
ant that he purchased a good title will 
not, unless supported by evidence show- 
ing title or right of possession, suffice to 
defeat the plaintiff’s acticn. 

5. It was error, on the trial of an action 
of ejectment, to charge that if the plaintiff 
showed a statutory title by prescription to 
the property sued for, he would be entitled 
to recover “‘independent of and regardless 
of any right or title shown by the defendant 
or the circumstances or manner in which 
he may have entered into possession of 
the land,”’ 

Judgment reversed.

The tax ordinance, as reported by the 
tax committee, Mr. Bell, chairman; Mr.

| Day. was adopted with but few changes. 


The ordinance remains about like it was 
last year, the final action getting it down 
tq about the same basis. The changes 
made by the committee Wednesday after- 
noon were carried through and several 
other items were reduced besides. 

The principal changes in the tax rate 
for the coming year from that of last year 
are as follows: 

Banks will be required to pay $100 per 
annum where they formerly paid only $59. 
Alderman Howell endeavored to reduce the 
amount to the same rate as last year but 
the council did not agree with him. 

In future sideshows must pay $650 for 
each performance instead of $25, as last 
year. 

The committee recommended that brew- 
eries be required to pay $100. Alderman 
Colvin arose and moved that the amount 
be made $50, and his motion prevailed with- 
out opposition or debate. A titter of 
laughter greeted the action. 

Cigarette License Reduced. 

Cigarette dealers will pay only $25 for 
license next year. Last year they paid 
$200. Councilman Maddox is entitled to 
much of the credit for this reduction. He 
has been working for the reduction since 
his term in the council. 

Electric light companies will pay only 
$50. The committee wanted them to pay 
$150, but the rate was reduced without 
debate. 

Gas companies will pay only $50, as in the 
past. 

Wholesale dealers in beer and wines will 
pay only $50 where they formerly paid $200, 

The wnolesale lumber men won a victory. 
It was proposed to require them to pay $75, 
but they will get off by taking out licenses 


t $25. 

Watermelon men selling from cars must 
pay $25 per car for the privilege. This rate 
was named to protect the Atlanta mer- 
chants. 

The ticket scalpers will pay only $75, 
where they paid $200 last year. Alderman 
Howell wanted the $200-rate restored, but 
the council thought otherwise. 

The tax ordinance will be printed and dis- 
tributed among the merchants at once. 
Licenses must be taken out by July 8th. 

The council adopted a resolution closing 
the city offices on July 4th next. 


To Invite the Convention Here. 


Dr. Asa G. Candler appeared before the 
council and asked that the International 
Sunday Schoo] Association, which meets in 
Boston next week, be invited to hold its 
next convention in Atlanta. He stated 
that he would go to Boston as a delegate 
and urge the convention to come to At- 


lanta in 1899, the association meeting only | 


every three years. 

Dr. Candler said the convention would 
bring about 1,000 delegates from every part 
of the world to Atlanta. His request was 
favorably received and the council, on mo- 
tion of Alderman Dimmock, adopted a 
resolution requesting the mayor to write 
a letter of invitation as desired by Dr. 
Candler.

INSPECT THE FARM 


The Members of the Board Visit the 
County Almshouse, 


ENTERTAINED BY DR. HOPE 


The Plans for the New County Jail 
Will Probably Be Considered 
This Morning. 


Dr. R. L. Hope, superintendent of the 
county almshouse, entertained the county 
commissioners and several other gentle- 
men yesterday at his residence on the farm. 

Early yesterday morning the comrmission- 
ers, accompanied by a few friends, left the 
‘Kimball in carriages and were driven to 
the almshouse, seven miles north of the 


- city. 

The party spent the day at the farm and 
were entertained at dinner by Dr. and Mrs. 
Hope. They returned in the afternoon. 

The almshouse is in a splendid condition 
and the property of the county has been 
well cared for by Dr. Hope. Many signs 
of improvements were visible to those who 
went out yesterday, and Dr. Hope s‘ated 
that the affairs of the department were in 
a better condition than ever before. 

The commissioners were first driven to 
the imbecile ward, where a number of un- 
fortunate people are cared for by the coun- 
ty. This department is managed by Mrs. 
Gallager, the matron, who has ben at the 
head of the department for more than ten 
years. Several inmates are in the imbecile 
ward, and require the constant care and at- 
tention of the matron. The party was driv- 
en over the place and all the departments 
were thoroughly inspected. At noon an ele- 
gant country dinner was served by Dr. 
Hope to his guests at his residence. After 
dinner the tour of inspection was vontinued, 
after which the party returned to the city. 

Mr. Joseph Thompson was among the 
number who went out and a stop of a few 
minutes was made at Brookwood. The 
guests were driven through the lawns and 
flower gardens and light lunch was served. 

Commissioners Meet Today. 

The full board of commissioners will be 
called to order this morning at 10 o’clock 
in the office of Clerk Anton Kontz. 

The meeting is for the # purpose 
of considering the bids recently re- 
ceiwed for the erection of the stone abut- 
ments for the new Peachtree creek bridge. 

The bids were received at the last meet- 
ing, but on account of the absence from 
the city of Chairman Collier and Commis- 
sioner Spalding, a meeting was called for 
this morning and final action on the bids 
was postponed. Mr. Collier was wired to 
come to the city and he reached here yes- 
terday. Mr. Spalding is also in the city 
and the full board will meet this morning 
and transact several important matters. 
The bids vary from $8 to $16 per cubic 
yard, and the commissioners will probably 
accept the lowest and best ay- 
Work on the stone abutments will then be 
ordered and when the new bridge material 
arrives, all will be in readiness for the 
structure to be placed in position. 

The new bridge will be eight feet higher 
than the present structure, wsich will 
make it necessary for the piers to be made 
the same height. 


Jail Plans May Be Considered, 


It is probable that the plans for the new 
county jail will be presented at the meeting 
this morning. At the last regular meeting 
the board passed a resolution requiring 
the.new prison to cost not more than $100,-

Mrs. Tilly Says Her Husband Was a 
Hard Taskmaster. 


A DIVORCE WAS GRANTED 


She Was the Daughter of Wealthy 
Parents, but Soon Learned the 


Pangs of Disappointment. 


A sad story of love and disappointment 
was told in the superior court yesterday by 
Mrs. Louise Tilly, who appealed to the 
law to annul the martial vows she had 
pledgéd more than a quarter of a century 


ago. 

At the time of her marriage to Roland C. 
Tilly she was a young woman, still in her 
teens, atid had been the fond idol of an 
indulgent father and a loving mother. Her 
life had been spent in luxury and happi- 
ness, and she says she was ill prepared for 
the days and years of hardships and disap- 
pointment which followed her marriaze. 
The case consumed the entire day before 
Judge Lumpkin, and, though the divorce 
was granted, one branch of the case vent 
over, and will be heard this morning. 

Mrs. Tilly filed her petition several weeks 
ago, and it was upon the statements made 
in the petition and from the evidence of 
witnesses that the divorce was granted. 
The petition showed that Mrs. Tilly mar- 
ried Roland Tiliv. in 1870, when she Was 
only nineteen years old. She was the 
daughter of Mr. H. A. Jones, at that time 
a prosperous and wealthy farmer of Gwin- 
nett county. His daughter had been reared 
among luxurious surroundings, and she had 
never: learned what it was to suffer the 
least pang of disappointment. 

Her husband was much older than she, 
and she says she not only gave him the 
ardent love and devotion of her young 
heart, but accorded him the reverence and 
respect due to his age 

When. the marriage vows were said, Mr. 
and Mrs. Tilly settled on a farm which had 
been given Mrs. Tilly by her father. They 
began life under auspicious circumstances, 
and the young wife was contented with 
her lot. : 

Was Her Husband’s Slave. 

It was not many days, says Mrs. Thy, 
that her happiness continued, for she had 
not been married. long. before she. discavered 
she was a slave. 

She charges that her husband first, not 
by direct threats, but by hints, compeNed 
her to cook, wash and iron, and, though 
she had never done any -work before ia her 
life, she had to attend to all of the cares 
of the household, and do what a négro cook 
would have done. When she was not en- 
gaged in the household work, she says she 
had to work in the field as a common field 
hand. She was given a hoe and told to 
work in the corn and cotton, and often 
when she was almost ready to faint from 
sheer exhaustion, and would sit down to 
rest, her husband would ask her if her 
hoe had not rested long enough, and if she 
did not think it was time to begin work 
again, ‘ 

Mrs. Tilly says she worked for four years 
in- the kitchen and field as a common fleld 
hand. She also raised chickens and sold 
eggs, thereby saving a little money which 
Was made as a result of her own efforts. 
This money, she claims, was taken by her 
husband and used for the expenses of the 
farm. 

After four vears of drudgery on the farm, 
Mrs. Tilly says the property was sojd at 
the instance of .her husband, and the pro- 
ceeds were reinvested in a hotel in Cave 
Spring, which was run by her husband, 
while she did the work usually required of 
chamber maids. 

She says when drummers desired their 
laundering dore her husband would bring 
it to her and force her to wash the clothes 
and do other things no other wife was ever 
réquired to do. She says she did the cook- 
ing and washing and general house work, 
and was the slave of a hard master. 

The hotel was sold in Cave Spring. and 
they moved to Chattanooga, where her hus- 
band went into business and, after losing 
most of her monev, failed. They then came 
to Atlanta, and the remainder of her for- 
tune was spent, after which they agreed 
to serarate, 


Gold Bands Become Fetters. 


Mrs. Tilly stated vesterday that her hus- 
band possessed none of the finer qualifi- 
eations of true menhood, and could not ap- 
preciate a wife. She said he cared for her 
only when she was an instrument in his 
hands to make monev, and instead ‘of re- 
ceiving the love he had promised her at 
the marriage altar she had been a slave 


: 
under a cruel and hard-hearted master. 


She charged her husband with being too 
exacting and requiring and said her life 
had failed to be any pleasure to her, but 
oniv one of profit to her hushand. 

The jury promptly granted Mrs. Tilly a 
divorce, hut “ne feature of the case in re- 
gard to the disposition of property, will be 
resumed this morning.
